Description:  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  currently 

provide  for  an  Audit  Committee,  composed  of  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  proposed  motion  would 
amend  the  Rules  of  Order,  so  that  the  Audit  Committee 
would  have  five  members,  as  follows:  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  or  another  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  appointed  by  the  President,  the  Chair  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  two  members  of  the  public 
knowledgeable  in  financial  matters  and  with  experience  in 
government  financial  reporting  requirements,  and  a 
representative  of  the  Mayor.  The  two  members  of  the  pubhc 
would  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  proposed  motion  would  also  amend  the  list  of  duties  of 
the  Audit  Committee  to  clarify  that  the  Audit  Committee 
should  review  recommendations  of  the  Controller  and  of  the 
Budget  Analyst  contained  in  their  performance  audits  and 
management  audits  if  a  standing  committee  of  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  has  not  held  a  hearing  and  if  the  Audit 
Committee  deems  a  hearing  to  be  appropriate.  The  Rules  of 
Order  currently  state  only  that  the  Audit  Committee  should 
review  recommendations  of  the  Controller  and  the  Budget 
Analyst  contained  in  their  performance  audits  and 
management  audits. 

Recommendation:     Approval  of  the  proposed  motion  is  a  policy  decision  for  the 

Board  of  Supervisors.

Section  2.100 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  consists  of  11  members  who  are 
currently  elected  at  large.  The  annual  salary  level  of 
$23,924  for  each  of  the  eleven  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  was  established  in  November  of  1982.  This 
salary  was  approved  by  the  San  Francisco  voters  in  the 
November  2,  1982  General  Election.  To  date,  this  salary 
level  has  remained  unchanged. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  increase  the 
Board  of  Supervisors"  annual  salary  from  $23,924  to 
$37,585,  an  increase  of  $13,661  or  57.1  percent. 
This  proposed  annual  salary  increase  is  consistent  with 
increases  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  (CPI)  for  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Ai'ea,  as  published  by  the  U.S.  Department 
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Comments: 


of  Labor,  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  from  December  of 
1982  through  November  of  1997.  This  CPI  factor  excludes 
increases  resulting  from  housing  costs. 

If  the  Board  of  Supervisors  salary  level  had  been  indexed 
to  increases  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  CPI  for  all 
factors  from  December  of  1982  through  October  of  1987, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  salary  would  increase  to 
$39,929,  an  increase  of  66.9  percent.  However,  if  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  salary  level  were  indexed  to 
increases  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  CPI  for  all 
factors  except  housing  costs,  as  is  being  proposed,  from 
December  of  1982  through  November  of  1997,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  annual  salary  would  be  set  at  $37,585. 


Effects  on  the  Cost 
Of  Governmient: 


As  previously  stated,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
would  increase  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
annual  salary  from  $23,924  to  $37,585,  an  increase  of 
$13,661  per  year.  Based  on  the  11  members  on  the  Board, 
the  total  cost  increase  would  be  $150,271  annually,  as 
shown  in  the  Attachment  provided  by  the  Controller's 
Office. 


Recommendation: 


Approval  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  a  policy 
matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Charter  Amendment  amending  Section  9.111  and  adding 
Section  9.111-1  to  authorize  the  City  to  clarify  the  general 
authority  of  the  City  and  County  and  its  commissions  to 
incur  and  refund  any  indebtedness  and  to  authorize  the 
City  and  County  and  its  commissions  to  enter  into  cost- 
effective  loans  or  other  indebtedness  with  the  State  of 
California  or  the  Federal  government.

Section  9.111  and  Section  9.111-1 


Description: 


Currently,  Charter  Section  9.111  states  that  the  City  and 
County  and  its  commissions  have  the  authority  to  incur 
and  refund  bonded  indebtedness,  pursuant  to  State  law, 
when  such  bonded  indebtedness  is  created  or  refunded  by 
the  City.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  delete 
the  word  "bonded"  in  Charter  Section  9.111.  According  to 
Ms.  Monique  Moyer  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  deleting  the 
word  "bonded"  will  enable  the  City  to  enter  into  other 
type  of  indebtedness  or  financing  arrangements,  such  as 
loans  or  grants. 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  also  create  a 
new  Section  9.111-1,  entitled  Environment  Protection 
Loans.  This  new  Section  would  state  that  the  City  has  the 
authority  to  enter  into  loans  (or  other  indebtedness) 
directly  or  indirectly  with,  or  have  any  of  its  indebtedness 
guaranteed  or  subsidized  by  the  State  of  California  or  the 
U.S.  Government,  if  such  indebtedness  complies  with  the 
following  provisions: 


BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS 
BUDGET  ANALYST 
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1.  The  proceeds  must  be  used  for  projects  which  protect, 
preserve  or  enhance  water  resources  or  the 
environment; 

2.  The  indebtedness  must  be  the  most  cost-effective 
method  of  financing  a  project; 

3.  The  indebtedness  must  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

4(i)      The  indebtedness  cannot  increase  the  amount  of 

voter-approved  debt;  or 
(ii)       In     the     refinancing     of    Revenue     or     General 

Obligation  bonds,  the  indebtedness  must  result  in 

net  debt  service  savings  to  the  City,  as  calculated 

and  provided  by  ordinance. 

In  accordance  with  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment, 
the  determination  of  the  most  cost-effective  method  of 
financing  must  be  certified  by  the  Controller. 

Comments:  1.  According  to  Ms.  Moyer,  the  State  of  California  has 

established  a  low-interest  loan  program  for  local 
governments  to  pay  for  capital  expenditures  relating  to 
wastewater  treatment  plants  and  water  reclamation  and 
recycling  programs.  These  State  loans  are  currently 
available  for  a  term  of  20  years  and  the  interest  rate  is 
presently  2.7%,  which  equals  one-half  of  the  State's 
current  General  Obligation  Bond  rate  of  5.4  percent.  Ms. 
Moyer  reports  that  if  the  City  were  to  use  these  low- 
interest  rate  State  loans  to  pay  for  such  capital 
improvements,  instead  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(PUC)  issuing  Clean  Water  Progi'am  Sewer  Revenue 
Bonds,  the  City's  debt  costs  would  be  substantially 
I'educed,  which  in  turn  would  minimize  increases  to  the 
City's  Sewer  Service  Charges,  paid  by  San  Francisco 
residents. 

2.  For  example,  as  shown  below,  if  the  PUC  secured  a  $50 
million  loan  fi-om  the  State  for  a  period  of  20  years  at  an 
interest  rate  of  2.7  peixent,  instead  of  issuing  PUC  Clean 
Water  Progi-am  Sewer  Revenue  Bonds  of  $50  million  for  a 
period  of  30  j'ears  at  5.1  percent  (the  weighted  average 
i-ate  during  the  last  three  to  four  years),  the  City  would 
save  approximately  $34  million,  or  approximately  34 
percent  in  the  debt  service  costs  over  a  30-year  period.

As  shown  in  the  table  above,  the  total  savings  to  the  City 
would  be  $34,004,903  by  using  low-interest  State  loan 
funds  instead  of  using  PUC  Clean  Water  Progi'am 
Revenue  Bonds. 

3.  According  to  Mr.  Steven  Carmichael  of  the  PUC,  the 
old  City  Charter  provided  the  authority  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW),  which  previously 
managed  the  Clean  Water  Progi'am,  to  secure  low-interest 
State  loans,  as  is  currently  proposed  in  this  Charter 
Amendment.  However,  Mr.  Carmichael  reports  that  when 
the  new  City  Charter  was  approved  in  1996,  the  new 
Charter  inadvertently  omitted  provisions  for  the  City  to 
enter  into  such  loans  with  the  State.  In  fact,  Mr. 
Carmichael  reports  that  the  PUC's  Clean  Water  Program 
currently  has  over  $200  million  of  low-interest  loans  with 
the  State  of  California,  which  were  secured  prior  to  the 
change  m  the  City's  Charter.  According  to  Mr. 
Carmichael,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would 
simply  reinstate  this  authorization  for  the  PUC  to  secure 
low-interest  loans  from  the  State  or  Federal 
Governments,  when  it  is  determined  to  be  the  most  cost- 
effective  financing  method. 

4.  Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  the  voters  of 
San  Francisco  would  still  be  required  to  authorize  bond 
issues  or  other  long-term  financing  mechanisms  for  new 
capital     improvement     projects.     However,     Ms.     Moyer 
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reports  that  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would 
allow  the  PUC,  or  other  City  Departments,  to  then 
participate  in  the  State's  low-interest  loan  program 
instead  of  issuing  bonds.  Under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  such  State  loan  funds  would  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

5.  Ms.  Moyer  reports  that  the  State  is  also  currently 
considering  establishing  a  similar  low-interest  loan 
program  to  provide  low-cost  funds  to  pay  for  drinking 
water  projects,  in  addition  to  the  current  sewer  or 
wastewater  treatment  projects. 


Effects  on  the  Cost 
Of  Government: 


The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  states  that  the  City 
could  enter  into  State  or  Federal  Government  loans  only 
if  such  indebtedness  is  the  most  cost-effective  method  of 
financing  a  project,  as  determined  by  the  Controller's 
Office.  As  shown  in  the  Attachment,  according  to  the 
Controller's  Office,  approval  of  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  should  decrease  the  cost  of  government  in  an 
amount  that  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time.

Section  16.103 

In  Section  6.407-1  of  the  1932  Charter,  relating  to  Utility 
Revenues  and  Expenditures  and  Water  Department 
Revenues,  there  were  separate  Funds  for  each  utility 
operated  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (i.e.  the  Water 
Department,  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  Clean  Water  Program), 
each  with  different  priority  schedules.  During  the  1996 
Charter  Reform,  the  receipts  from  all  utilities  were 
consolidated  into  a  single  Fund  and  expended  for  specific 
purposes  under  the  same  priority  schedule  as  follows: 

(1)  the  payment  of  operating  expenses,  pension  charges 
and  proportionate  payments  to  such  compensation  and 
other  insurance  and  accident  reserve  funds  as  the 
Commission  may  establish  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  require; 

(2)  repairs  and  maintenance; 

(3)  reconstruction  and  replacements  due  to  physical  and 
functional  depreciation  of  each  of  the  utilities  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission; 

(4)  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  funds  on  the 
bonds  issued  for  acquisition,  construction  or  extension; 

(5)  extensions  and  improvements;  and 

(6)  a  surplus  fund. 

As  reflected  above,  the  expenditure  schedule  for  the 
repayment  of  Water  Department  revenue  bonds  is  the  fourth 
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priority  use  of  revenues.  However,  this  priority  schedule  is 
inconsistent  with  the  Water  Department's  agi'eements  with 
its  bondholders,  under  which  repayment  of  revenue  bonds  is 
the  third  priority  use  of  revenues.  As  a  result,  any  new 
revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  Water  Department  are 
considered  subordinate,  or  junior,  to  outstanding  bonds 
because  the  repayment  of  the  new  revenue  bonds  is  a  lower 
priority  than  repayment  of  the  outstanding  bonds.  According 
to  Ms.  Monique  Moyer  of  the  Mayor's  Office,  this  will  result 
in  bondholders  demanding  a  higher  interest  rate  on  the  new 
bonds,  thereby  increasing  the  costs  to  the  Water  Department 
and  ratepayers  (see  Comment). 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  repeal  the  priority 
schedule  that  was  established  in  the  1996  Charter  reform 
and  re-instate  language  from  the  old  Charter  Section  6.407-1 
relating  to  Utility  Revenues  and  Expenditures  and  Water 
Department  Revenues.  According  to  Ms.  Moyer,  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  make  the  priority  use  of 
Water  Department  Revenues  consistent  with  existing 
agi'eements  with  bondholders,  so  that  new  bondholders  have 
the  same  priority  as  existing  bondholders  with  respect  to  the 
application  of  Water  Department  revenues.  Specifically,  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment  would: 

•  Remove  the  1996  Charter  provisions  for  priority  use  of 
funds  from  Section  16.103; 

•  Change  the  title  of  Charter  Section  16.103  from 
"Utility  Revenues  and  Expenditures"  to  "Surplus 
Utility  Revenues"  and  add  the  following  introductory 
statement:  "The  determination  and  application  of 
surplus  funds  of  any  utility  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  as  follows:";

As  reflected  above,  the  expenditure  schedule  for  the 
repayment  of  Water  Department  revenue  bonds  would 
become  the  third  priority  under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  consistent  with  the  Water  Department's 
agreements  with  its  bondholders. 

According  to  Ms.  Moyer,  without  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  any  new  bonds  of  the  Water  Department, 
including  the  $157  million  Water  System  Reliability  and 
Seismic  Safety  Bonds  (Pi'oposition  A)  and  the  $147  million 
Safe  Drinking  Water  Bonds  (Proposition  B),  for  a  total  of 
$304  million,  which  were  approved  by  the  electorate  in  the 
November  4,  1997  election,  will  have  to  be  issued  as 
subordinate  lien  bonds.  Ms.  Moyer  advises  that  the 
municipal  bond  market  would  therefore  assess  the  Water 
Department  an  interest  rate  premium  of  one-quarter  of  one 
percent  or  0.25  percent  (based  on  a  ten-year  historical 
average).  Attachment  I,  provided  by  Ms.  Moyer,  is  a  table 
demonstrating  the  savings  on  the  Proposition  A  and 
•  Proposition  B  Bonds  if  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is 
approved.  As  shown  in  Attachment  I,  the  total  estimated 
savings  in  debt  service  payments  related  to  the  Proposition  A 
and  B  Bonds  would  be  $579,659  annually.  Additionally, 
Attachment  I  shows  that  there  would  be  savings  in  interest 
costs  of  $28,278,164  over  the  30  year  lifetime  of  the  bonds. 


Effect  on  the  Cost 
of  Government: 


The  Controller  reports  that  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  result  in  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
government  to  water  rate  paj^ers.  The  Controller's  statement, 
shown  in  Attachment  II  to  this  report,  estimates  that  there 
would  be  an  average  savings  of  $580,000  annually  and  $28 
million  over  the  life  of  the  Water  bonds.  The  Budget  Analyst 
concurs  with  the  Controller's  estimate

Should  the  proposed  charter  amendment  be  approved  by  the  voters,  in  my  opinion,  it  should 
reduce  the  cost  of  government  to  water  rate  payers. 

The  current  charter  language  is  not  consistent  with  the  language  of  bonds  issued  under  the  old 
charter.  The  old  charter  put  the  repayment  of  debt  as  the  third  highest  priority  for  water  revenue, 
after  paying  for  operations,  maintenance  and  pension  expenses.  The  new  charter  also  puts 
paying  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  reconstruction  and  replacement  of  assets  ahead  of  making 
bond  debt  payments.    Therefore  any  bonds  we  issue  under  this  new  language  would  have  a 
lower  ranking  for  bond  buyers  and  be  harder  to  sell  than  old  bonds. 

Bond  experts  estimate  this  lower  ranking  would  cost  the  City  an  additional  one-quarter  of  one 
percent  (.25%)  in  the  interest  rate  we  would  pay  on  bonds.  On  the  recently  approved  $300 
million  of  water  bonds,  this  change  would  result  in  average  savings  of  $580,000  annually  and 
$  28  million  over  the  life  of  the  bonds.

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  add  a 
new  section  to  the  City's  Charter  to  require  that 
each  department  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  adopt  an  annual  Customer  Service  Plan, 
in  a  format  which  would  be  determined  by 
ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
Customer  Service  Plan  would  establish  each  City 
departments'  guidelines  and  procedures  for 
working  with  the  public  in  providing  that 
department's  services.  Under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  excuse 
a  department  from  particular  requirements  of  the 
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ordinance  where  the  Board  finds  that  compliance 
would  be  inappropriate  or  impractical.  Each  City 
and  County  department  would  be  required  to  file 
its  Customer  Service  Plan  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  no  later  than  February  1^*^  of  each  year, 
along  with  a  report  on  how  the  department  met  the 
previous  year's  Plan,  if  any. 

Comments:  1.   Mr.  Tom  Owen  of  the   City  Attorney's  Office 

reports  that  language  was  included  in  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  to  allow  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  excuse  a  City  or  County  department 
from  the  particular  requirements  of  the  ordinance, 
if  compliance  is  inappropriate  or  impractical. 
According  to  Mr.  Owen,  depending  on  the 
particular  format  and  requirements  that  would  be 
contained  in  a  future  ordinance  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  some  City  departments, 
may  need  to  be  excused  from  the  requirements  of 
the  ordinance  if  for  example,  the  Department  does 
not  have  direct  contact  with  the  public  or  where 
compliance  would  require  disclosure  of  information 
that  is  confidential  or  privileged. 

2.  The  Office  of  the  sponsor  of  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  reports  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (DPW)  has  prepared  a  Customer  Service 
Plan  and  has  been  implementing  customer  service 
practices  the  past  year  that  could  be  the  model  for 
the  type  of  Customer  Service  Plans  and  activities 
that  other  City  and  County  departments  should 
adopt,  if  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is 
approved.  According  to  Ms.  Tina  Olson  of  the  DPW, 
the  Department  did  not  incur  any  additional  costs 
to  prepare  their  Customer  Service  Plan.  However, 
Ms.  Olson  reports  that  in  FY  1997-98  DPW 
received  an  additional  $50,000  to  train  DPW 
employees  on  how  to  more  effectively  and 
cooperatively  work  with  the  public  and  to  improve 
the  quality  and  efficiency  of  services  provided.

Of  Government:  According  to  the  Controllers  Office,  the  proposed 

Charter  Amendment  would  not  in  and  of  itself 
increase  the  cost  of  government.  However,  the 
Controller's  Office  reports  that  City  departments 
might  incur  some  increased  costs  in  amounts 
presently  indeterminable  to  implement  the 
Customer     Service     Plan.

Currentl}-,  the  Police  Commission,  Chief  of  Police,  and  the 
Police  Department  have  authority  over  taxicabs  and  other 
motor  vehicles  for  hire,  including  the  issuance  of  new  permits 
to  operate  taxis  and  other  motor  vehicles  for  hire.  The 
proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  add  Section  4.133 
which  provides  for  the  creation  of  a  Taxi  Commission  which 
would  assume  authority  for  taxicabs  and  other  motor 
vehicles  for  hire,  effective  March  1,  1999. 


Under     the     proposed     Charter     Amendment. 
Commission  would  be  structured  as  follows: 


the     Taxi 


The  Taxi  Commission  would  consist  of  seven  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including:  (1)  one  member  from 
the  senior  or  disabled  communities;  (2)  one  taxicab  driver 
who  does  not  hold  a  taxicab  medallion;  (3)  one  manager  in 
a  taxicab  company;  (4)  one  member  of  the  hospitality 
industry;  (5)  one  member  who  uses  taxicabs  as  a  part  of 
his  or  her  business  activities;  (6)  one  member  from  the 
neighborhoods;  and  (7)  one  member  of  the  general  public 
not  affiliated  with  any  of  the  other  enumerated 
categories. 

Of  the  first  seven  commissioners  to  serve  on  the  Taxi 
Commission,  the  terms  of  three  of  the  commissioners 
would  expire  after  one  year  and  the  terms  of  the 
remaining  four  commissioners  would  expire  after  two 
years.  Upon  the  expiration  of  these  terms,  all  subsequent 
members  will  serve  for  two-vear  terms. 
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Comments: 


Effect  on  the  Cost 
Of  Government: 


1.  If  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  approved  by  the 
voters,  the  powers  and  responsibilities  relating  to  taxicabs 
and  other  motor  vehicles  for  hire,  other  than  criminal 
enforcement,  would  be  transferred  from  the  Police 
Commission,  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  Police  Department  to 
the  new  Taxi  Commission.  Such  powers  and  responsibilities 
include:  (a)  issuing  and  revoking  permits  (medalHons)  to 
operate  a  taxi  or  other  motor  vehicle  for  hire,  (b)  conducting 
public  hearings,  (c)  investigating  the  background  of 
applicants  who  want  to  obtain  permits  to  operate  a  taxi  or 
other  motor  vehicle  for  hire,  (d)  setting  operating  permit 
application  fees,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  (e)  equipment  inspections,  (f)  handling 
complaints,  (g)  regulatory  enforcement,  such  as  driver 
education  requirements,  addressing  safety  issues,  and 
inspecting  equipment. 

2.  The  Police  Department  estimates  that,  in  FY  1997-98,  it 
will  collect  a  total  of  $450,000  to  $500,000  in  taxi  and  other 
motor  vehicle  for  hire  related  fees.  If  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  is  approved,  such  monies  would  be  collected  and 
used  by  the  Taxi  Commission  to  perform  its  duties,  subject  to 
appropriation  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

3.  According  to  Officer  Farrell  Suslow  of  the  Police 
Department's  Taxi  Detail,  presently  the  Police  Department 
expends  approximately  $1  million  annually  to  regulate 
taxicabs  and  other  motor  vehicles  for  hire.  Officer  Suslow 
notes  that  the  regulatory  mandate  of  the  SFPD  Taxi  Detail 
makes  no  distinction  between  criminal  and  non-criminal 
enforcement. 

4.  The  Police  Department  reports  that  the  Taxi  Detail  staff 
of  seven  positions  includes  one  Sergeant,  four  Police  Officers, 
and  two  support  staff.  In  addition,  all  required  mechanical 
inspections  of  taxis  and  other  motor  vehicles  for  hire  are 
carried  out  by  the  SFPD  Airport  Bureau  by  3.5  FTE  Police 
Officer  positions  at  an  estimated  annual  cost  of  $200,000. 


The  Attachment  is  the  Controller's  estimate  of  the  additional 
cost  of  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment.  The  Controller's 
Office  estimates  that  if  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is 
enacted,  it  would  not,  in  and  of  itself  increase  the  cost  of 
government.     The  Controller  continues  that  costs  could  be 
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increased  in  indeterminable,  but  probably  not  significant, 
amounts  to  adequately  staff  the  new  commission. 

The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that,  according  to  the  Office  of  the 
Sponsor,  if  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  is  approved  by 
voters,  it  would  be  requested  that  one  new  Secretary  position 
be  created  to  staff  the  Taxi  Commission  (subject  to  approval 
bj'  the  Board  of  Supervisors).  The  Budget  Anal}'st  estimates 
that  annual  salary,  fringe  benefit  and  related  costs  for  one 
new  Secretary  position  would  range  from  $49,000  to  $60,000. 
The  Office  of  the  Sponsor  also  advises  that,  if  the  proposed 
Charter  Amendment  is  approved,  an  amendment  to  the 
Administrative  Code  would  be  submitted  for  consideration  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  provide  compensation  to  the 
seven  members  of  the  Taxi  Commission,  estimated  at  $25  per 
meeting,  or  $175  per  Taxi  Commission  meeting  (7  members 
times  $25).  At  this  time,  it  is  not  known  how  often  the  Taxi 
Commission  would  meet,  therefore  an  estimate  of  the  total 
annual  cost  of  compensation  to  Commission  members  for 
meetings  can  not  be  determined.

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  improve  retirement 
benefit  provisions  for  the  Employees  Retirement  System 
members  of  the  Police  Department  hired  after  November  1, 
1976.  Such  members  are  known  as  "Tier  2"  members,  as 
distinguished  from  "Tier  1"  members  who  were  hired  prior  to 
November  1,  1976,  and  who  receive  higher  retirement 
benefits  than  Tier  2  members. 

Currently,  Tier  2  members  receive  retirement  benefits  as 

follows: 

Service  Retirements:  Members  with  25  years  or  more  of 
service  who  have  attained  the  age  of  50  and  have  25  years  or 
more  of  credited  service  receive  50  percent  of  their  average 
final  compensation  plus  an  additional  3  percent  for  each  year 
in  excess  of  25  years  up  to  a  maximum  of  70  percent  of 
average  final  compensation.  Average  final  compensation  is 
defined  as  the  average  of  monthly  base  salary-  earned  during 
the  highest  consecutive  three-year  pay  periods  for  which 
service  was  credited. 

Dutv  Disability  Retirement  Benefits:  Members  who  are 
incapacitated  to  the  extent  that  they  cannot  perform  their 
duties  due  to  injuries  received  while  performing  their  duties 
are  eligible  for  benefits  regardless  of  the  length  of  service. 
The  benefit  allowance  is  50  percent  of  average  final 
compensation,  with  benefits  recalculated  at  the  time  a 
member  would  have  become  ehgible  for  service  retirement 
based  on  the  salar>'  of  the  rank  at  that  time  and  the 
assumption  that  the  member  would  have  earned  credited 
service  during  the  period  of  disability. 
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Proposed 

Provisions:  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  increase  pension 

benefits  for  Tier  2  members  as  follows: 

Service  Retirements:  Members  with  25  years  or  more  of 
service  who  have  attained  the  age  of  50  and  have  25  years  or 
more  of  credited  service  would  receive  the  larger  of  (a)  2 
percent  of  final  compensation  for  each  of  the  first  25  years  of 
service,  then  3  percent  of  final  compensation  for  each  year  of 
service  rendered  in  excess  of  25  years;  or  (b)  the  percent  of 
final  compensation  set  forth  opposite  his  or  her  age  at 
retirement,  computed  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  below:

Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  the  retirement 
allowance  would  not  exceed  75  percent  of  a  member's  average 
final  compensation,  compared  to  a  maximum  of  70  percent 
under  the  current  Charter. 
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Duty  Disability  Retirement  Benefits:  The  benefit  allowance 
for  members  who  are  incapacitated  due  to  injuries  received 
in  the  line  of  duty  would  range  firom  50  percent  to  90  percent 
of  average  final  compensation,  depending  on  the  degree  of 
disability,  compared  to  50  percent  allowed  under  current 
Charter  provisions.  As  is  now  the  case,  the  benefit  allowance 
would  be  recalculated  at  the  time  the  member  would  have 
become  eligible  for  service  retirement  if  he  or  she  had 
continued  to  work  during  the  period  of  disability.  The 
recalculation  would  be  based  on  the  same  benefit 
improvements  as  outlined  in  the  Service  Retirements 
description  and  in  the  Table  shown  above. 

Additional  Compensation  for  State  Peace  Officers  Standards 
and  Training  (POST)  Certificates 

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  cap  the  amount  of 
compensation  due  to  possession  of  a  State  Peace  Officers 
Standards  and  Training  (POST)  certificate  which  could  be 
included  in  the  final  compensation  for  purposes  of  calculating 
retirement  benefits  of  both  Tier  1  and  Tier  2  benefits.  Sworn 
members  of  the  Police  Department  may  earn  intermediate 
and  advanced  POST  certificates  through  a  combination  of 
college  course  credits,  years  of  law  enforcement  experience, 
and  Police  Academy  training.  Sworn  members  of  the  Police 
Department  receive  additional  compensation  equal  to  four 
percent  of  their  base  salary-,  if  the  hold  an  intermediate 
POST  certificate  or  sLx  percent  of  their  base  salary  for 
possession  of  an  advanced  POST  certificate. 

The  Police  Department  reports  that  approximately  1,319  of  a 
total  of  2,021  sworn  members  of  the  Police  Department,  or 
approximately  65  percent,  hold  a  POST  certificate.  Under 
the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  the  calculation  of  final 
compensation  for  retiring  Tier  1  and  Tier  2  sworn  members 
of  the  Police  Department  could  include  up  to  a  maximum  of 
either  four  or  six  percent  of  any  increase  in  compensation 
obtained  by  possession  of  either  an  intermediate  or  advanced 
POST  certificate.  Therefore,  if  Police  Officers  are  granted  a 
higher  percentage  of  compensation  in  future  bargaining 
agreements  for  possession  of  a  POST  certificate,  such 
increased  compensation  would  not  be  included  in  the  final 
compensation  calculation  for  retirement  benefits. 
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Comments: 


1.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would,  if  approved, 
result  in  Tier  2  members  of  the  Police  Department  receiving 
improved  retirement  benefits  that  would,  in  some  cases, 
remain  sUghtly  lower  than  Tier  1  members.  However,  Tier  2 
members  would,  if  they  reach  the  maximum  of  75  percent  of 
average  final  compensation,  receive  benefits  equal  to  Tier  1 
members  in  the  initial  year  of  their  retirement. 

2.  The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  provide  Police 
Department  Tier  2  members  with  the  same  retirement 
benefits  as  those  that  have  been  provided  to  Tier  2 
Firefighters  as  a  result  of  a  similar  Charter  Amendment 
approved  by  the  electorate  in  November,  1996. 


Effect  on  the  Cost 
Of  Government: 


According  to  Mr.  Kjeran  Murphy,  Actuary  for  the  Employees 
Retirement  System,  the  increased  annual  cost  of  the 
proposed  Charter  Amendment,  using  existing  actuarial 
assumptions,  would  be  $3.9  million  annually  in  additional 
employer  retirement  contributions  paid  by  the  City  for  the 
next  20  years.  After  20  years,  the  increased  cost  paid  by  the 
City  would  be  approximately  $2.0  million  annually. 

However,  Mr.  Murphy  advises  that  because  the  Retirement 
Fund  of  the  Employees  Retirement  System  is  currently 
overfunded,  it  is  expected  that,  if  the  proposed  Charter 
amendment  were  to  be  approved,  the  cost  to  the  City  would 
be  deferred  until  the  current  surplus  in  the  Retirement  Fund 
is  amortized,  or  approximately  15  to  20  years  from  now. 

The  Controller's  Office  concurs  with  the  estimate  by 
Employees  Retirement  System  of  $3.9  million  annually  in 
additional  employer  retirement  contributions  paid  by  the 
City  for  the  next  20  years.  However,  after  20  years,  the 
Controller  estimates  that  the  increased  cost  paid  by  the  City 
would  be  approximately  $2.3  milhon  annually.

The  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would  amend 
Appendix  A8.588  of  the  City's  Charter  to  permit  the 
time  during  which  an  employee  earned 
compensation  as  a  paramedic  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to  be  included  in  the 
computation  of  the  service  to  be  credited  to  that 
employee  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the  purposes 
of  determining  whether  that  employee  qualified  for 
retirement  and  for  calculating  retirement  benefits. 


In  February  of  1998,  approximately  175 
Paramedics  and  Paramedic  Supervisors  were 
transferred  from  the  DPH  to  newly  created 
positions  (H-1,  Fire  Rescue  Paramedics  and  H-33, 
Captain,  Emergency  Medical  Services)  in  the  Fire 
Department.  For  retirement  purposes,  the  time 
served  by  these  Paramedics  and  Paramedic 
Supervisors,  while  emplo\'ees  of  DPH,  was  included 
under  the  City's  Miscellaneous  Retirement  Plan 
provisions  and  the  time  served  after  the  transfer  to 
the  Fire  Department  would  earn  retirement  ser\'ice 
credit  under  the  Fire  and  Safety  Retirement  Plan 
provisions,  which  is  the  Retirement  Plan  for 
uniformed  employees  of  the  Fire  Department. 

In  addition,  the  Board  of  Super\dsors  approved  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  in  January 
of  1998  between  the  Service  Employees 
International  Union  (SEIU),  Local  790  and  the  Cit>- 
for  the  Fire  Department's  H-1  Fire  Rescue 
Paramedics  and  the  H-33  Captain,  Emergency 
Medical  Services,  for  the  two-year  period 
retroactive  from  July  1,  1997  through  June  30, 
1999.    Under    the    retfrement    provisions    of   this 
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approved  MOU,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  agreed  to  place  on  the  ballot  no  later 
than  November  of  1998,  and  support  the  adoption 
by  the  voters  of  a  proposed  Charter  Amendment 
allowing  the  paramedic's  years  of  service  under  the 
City's  Miscellaneous  Retirement  Plan  to  be  counted 
as  years  of  service  under  the  Fire  and  Safety 
Retirement  Plan.  The  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  fulfill  the  requirements  of  this 
previously  approved  MOU. 

Under  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment,  for  those 
employees  in  paramedic  positions  who  formerly 
worked  for  the  DPH,  but  who  now  work  for  the  Fire 
Department  since  the  paramedic  functions  of  the 
DPH  were  transferred  to  the  Fire  Department,  the 
accumulated  contributions  on  account  of  the  DPH 
employees'  service  would  be  transferred  to  the 
employees'  retirement  account  in  the  Fire 
Department.  Alternatively,  if  the  paramedic's 
accumulated  contributions  were  previously 
refunded  while  a  DPH  employee,  the  accumulated 
contributions  would  be  deposited  with  interest  from 
the  date  of  refund  to  the  date  of  redeposit,  to  the 
Fire  Department  employee's  retirement  account  in 
the  Fire  Department,  at  times  and  in  the  manner 
fixed  by  the  Retirement  Board.  The  Retirement 
Board  shall  require  that  a  waiver  be  executed  by 
each  employee  that  qualifies  so  that  any  paramedic 
service  transferred  under  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  would  not  also  be  used  in  calculating 
any  other  pension  benefits. 

Effect  on  the  Cost 

Of  Government:  According  to  Mr.  Kieran  Murphy  of  the  Retirement 

System,  the  proposed  Charter  Amendment  would 
result  in  a  cost  of  approximately  $7.0  million.  Mr. 
Murphy  states  that  this  cost  would  be  spread  over 
a  20-year  period,  resulting  in  an  increase  in  City 
retirement  costs  of  approximately  .55  percent  of 
Firefighter  salaries.  Currently,  that  would  amount 
to  approximately  $485,000  per  year.  However,  Mr. 
Murphy  notes  that,  if  the  proposed  Charter 
Amendment  is  approved,  no  additional  General 
Fund  contribution  to  the  Retirement  System  would 
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be  necessary  for  the  next  approximately  15  to  20 
years,  because  the  Retirement  System  currently 
has  a  large  surplus  of  funds  available. 

The  Controller's  Office  concurs  with  the  estimate 
by  the  Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  fiscal 
impact  of  this  Charter  Amendment.

California  Public  Parking  Association  and  the 
International  Parking  Institute),  of  which  the 
Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  is  a  member  has  been 
incorporated  in  Section  16.6  of  the  Administrative  Code. 

2.  In  FY  1997-98,  DPT  was  a  member  of  the  California

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
accept  a  gift  of  $500,000  in  cash  from  the  Uptown  Parking 
Corporation  to  be  used  to  explore  the  feasibihty  of 
renovating  the  Union  Square  Garage  and  Plaza. 

$500,000 

The  proposed  resolution  would  authorize  the  Department 
of  Pubhc  Works  (DPW)  to  accept  a  gift  of  $500,000  in  cash 
from  the  Uptown  Parking  Corporation.  The  $500,000 
would  be  used  by  DPW  to  hire  a  consultant  to  conduct  a 
feasibility  study,  including  the  design  development  and 
drawings,  which  would  be  used  to  determine  the  costs  of 
renovating  the  Union  Square  Garage  and  Plaza. 

The  Union  Square  Garage  is  a  four-story  underground 
garage  located  at  333  Post  Street,  on  land  which  is  owned 
by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD).  The 
Garage  is  operated  by  City  Park,  a  private  company,  on  a 
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month-to-month  contract  with  the  Parking  Authority. 
Union  Square  Plaza  is  a  public  park  located  on  top  of 
Union  Square  Garage,  on  land  also  owned  by  RPD. 

The  Uptown  Parking  Corporation  is  a  nonprofit 
organization  established  in  cooperation  with  the  Parking 
Authority  and  with  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  to  act 
as  the  issuer  of  $3.6  million  in  Parking  Revenue  Bonds 
used  to  renovate  the  Sutter-Stockton  Garage,  a  City- 
owned  facility  on  City-owned  land,  in  1986.  The  Uptown 
Parking  Corporation  leases  and  operates  the  Sutter- 
Stockton  Garage  from  the  City.  Uptown  Parking 
Corporation  serviced  the  bond  debt,  which  was  retired  in 
1996,  with  the  income  generated  by  users  of  the  garage. 

The  Parking  Authority,  in  conjunction  with  RPD,  DPT, 
DPW,  and  private  sector  organizations  including  the 
Union  Square  Association  (comprised  of  merchants  and 
interested  citizens)  is  considering  funding  the  renovation 
of  the  Union  Square  Garage  and  Plaza  with  the  sale  of 
Parking  Revenue  Bonds,  to  be  issued  by  the  Uptown 
Parking  Corporation.  Issuance  of  the  bonds  by  Uptown 
Parking  Corporation  would  require  prior  approval  by  the 
Parking  and  Traffic  Commission,  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission,  Planning  Commission,  Art  Commission,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.  Appropriation  of 
expenditures  using  bond  proceeds  would  also  require 
approval  by  the  Parking  and  Traffic  Commission,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor. 

According  to  Ms.  Julia  Dawson  of  DPT,  this  subject 
$500,000  gift  will  be  used  to  fund  a  feasibility  study  for 
the  renovation  of  the  Union  Square  Garage  and  Plaza, 
estimated  to  cost  $15  million,  which  would  include  the 
following  improvements  to  the  garage:  new  parking  access 
equipment  (ticket  and  payment  machines,  such  as  those 
in  the  Sutter-Stockton  Garage),  concrete  cosmetic  and 
structural  repair,  new  lighting,  new  security  systems,  an 
improved  mechanical  system  for  better  ventilation, 
directional  graphics,  painting,  and  changes  to  ensure  that 
the  garage  is  in  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  requirements. 
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The  feasibility  study  will  also  consider  improvements  to 
the  Union  Square  Plaza,  including:  a  leveling  of  the  park 
to  improve  the  sightliness,  addition  of  a 
stage/amphitheater,  building  a  small  structure  to  house  a 
ticket  booth  and  outdoor  cafe,  and  modifications  to  have 
the  park  area  be  in  compliance  with  ADA  requirements. 

According  to  Mr.  John  Barber  of  the  Parking  Authorit3%  in 
order  for  renovation  on  the  Union  Square  Garage  and 
Plaza  to  begin,  the  project  is  subject  to  environmental 
review,  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  QuaUt}^ 
Act  (CEQA).  Mr.  Barber  advises  that  the  Planning 
Department  is  currently  reviewing  the  preliminar\'  design 
plans  for  the  renovation  project  and  that  a  declaration  is 
expected  by  August  of  1998. 

Pending  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  this 
subject  legislation,  DPW  plans  to  allocate  the  $500,000 
cash  gift  to  fund  a  contract  with  the  Union  Square 
Partnership,  a  joint  venture  consisting  of  Young  &  de  la 
Sota  Architects,  MockAVallace  Architects,  and  Phihps  and 
Fotheringham,  which  was  selected  through  the  Citj-'s 
Request  for  Qualifications  (RFQ)  process.  Attachment  1  to 
this  report,  provided  by  the  Parking  Authority,  includes  a 
list  ranking  the  firms  submitting  responses  to  the  RFQ. 

The  Union  Square  Partnership  would  be  contracted  to 
perform  the  following  tasks  as  part  of  the  feasibility 
study: 

•  Meetings  and  presentations  to  the  public,  Cit}^ 
departments  involved  in  the  project  approval  process 
(including  the  Departments  of  Planning,  Building 
Inspection,  and  P^ecreation  and  Park),  various 
Commission  meetings  and  presentations  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

•  Preliminary  studies,  including  engineering 
assessments,  traffic  studies,  and  refining  of  the 
original  work  plans. 

•  Design  development,  including  finahzing  engineering 
assessments,  hard  line  drawings,  and  presentation 
documents. 
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•  Construction  documents  that  would  be  used  by  the 
general  contractor  and  permitting  for  the  various 
desig:n  elements  from  the  Departments  of  Planning 
and  Building  Inspection. 

The  total  cost  of  the  feasibihty  study,  to  be  performed  by 
the  Union  Square  Partnership,  is  estimated  by  DPT  to  be 
$500,000.  According  to  Ms.  Dawson,  acceptance  of  this 
subject  gift  of  $500,000  will  provide  the  funds  needed  to 
complete  the  feasibility  study  and  carr^-  fon\'ard  with 
design  development,  from  which  final  project  costs  can  be 
calculated.  Ms.  Dawson  reports  that  if  costs  of  the  study 
exceed  $500,000,  DPT  will  return  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval  to  accept  an  additional  gift  from 
the  Uptown  Parking  Corporation  in  the  amount  needed. 

Comments:  1.   Attachment    2,    provided   by    DPT,    is    an    estimated 

budget  for  the  subject  $500,000  gift,  including  hours  and 
hourly  rates  of  the  consultant,  and  a  statement  regarding 
the  budget  for  the  estimated  $15  million  project  to 
renovate  Union  Square  Garage  and  Plaza. 

2.  Attachment  3,  provided  by  DPT,  is  the  proposed 
timehne  for  the  renovation  of  the  Union  Square  Garage 
and  Plaza. 

3.  Mr.  Barber  reports  that  the  Union  Square  Garage  and 
Plaza  are  important  resources  for  business  and  the  tourist 
industry,  and  that  the  economic  stabihty  of  Union  Square 
businesses  is  important  to  the  City.  The  redesign  of  the 
Garage  and  Plaza  would  draw  more  people  to  the  park 
and  surrounding  shops,  according  to  Mr.  Barber. 

4.  According  to  the  Parking  Authority,  the  selection 
committee  which  chose  the  Union  Square  Partnership 
through  a  Request  for  Qualifications  (RFQ)  process  to 
conduct  the  proposed  feasibihty  study  was  comprised  of 
one  representative  firom  each  of  the  following 
organizations:  SPUR  (San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Research,  a  nonprofit  organization),  the  Uptown  Parking 
Corporation,  the  Union  Square  Association  (a  nonprofit 
organization),  the  Planning  Department,  and  the  Parking 
Authority. 
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5.  Following  completion  of  the  feasibility  study  and 
design  development  of  the  Union  Square  Garage  and 
Plaza,  DPT  plans  to  request  approval  of  the  Parking 
Revenue  Bond  authorization  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  October  of  1998.  At  that  time,  details  regarding  the 
total  project  costs,  amount  of  the  bond  issuance,  term  of 
the  bonds,  debt  service  requirements,  and  revenue 
coverage  will  be  provided. 

6.  The  Union  Square  Garage  has  1,100  parking  spaces, 
and  will  have  the  same  number  following  the  proposed 
renovation.  According  to  DPT,  in  FY  1996-97,  the  net 
revenue  generated  by  the  Union  Square  Garage  was 
$3,830,321,  which  was  appropriated  as  General  Fund 
revenue  allocated  to  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department. 

Recommendation:  The  proposed  resolution  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of 

Supervisors.

Proposition  218  (Article  XIII  C  of  the  Cahfornia 
Constitution),  which  requires  that  local  governments 
obtain  approval  from  a  majority-  of  the  voters  for  any 
increase  in  general  taxes.  In  addition.  Proposition  218 
requires  local  electorates  to  confirm,  retroactively,  any  tax 
increases  approved  by  local  governments,  without  voter 
approval,  between  January  1,  1995  and  the  passage  of 
Proposition  218  in  November,  1996,  within  two  years  of 
the  passage  of  Proposition  218,  or  by  November  6,  1998. 

Article  7,  Section  502  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code  (Revenue  and  Taxation  Code)  imposes  a 
Hotel  Tax  of  eight  percent  on  the  rent  for  every  occupancy- 
of  a  guest  room  in  a  hotel  in  the  City  and  County. 
Sections  502.5  and  502.6,  which  were  added  by  ordinance 
prior  to  January'  1,  1995,  imposed  surcharges  of  2.75 
percent  and  1.25  percent,  respectively,  resulting  in  total 
surcharges  of  4.0  percent  and  a  total  Hotel  Tax  rate  of  12 
percent.  Section  502.6-1,  which  was  added  by  ordinance 
in  July  of  1996,  imposed  an  additional  two  percent  Hotel 
Tax  surcharge,  resulting  in  total  surcharges  of  six  percent 
and  a  total  Hotel  Tax  rate  of  14  percent.  AU  Hotel  Tax 
proceeds  are  deposited  in  the  General  Fund,  are  subject  to 
appropriation  approval  pursuant  to  the  budget  and  fiscal 
provisions  of  the  Charter,  and  may  be  expended  for  any 
lawful  City  purpose. 

Because  the  most  recent  ordinance,  which  imposed  an 
additional  Hotel  Tax  surcharge  of  two  percent,  was 
approved  after  January  1,  1995  and  before  November  6, 
1996  (when  Proposition  218  was  approved).  Proposition 
218  requires  voter  approval  by  November  6,  1998  in  order 
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to  confirm,  retroactively,  the  imposition  of  the  two  percent 
Hotel  Tax  surcharge. 

The  proposed  motion  would  order  submission  of  an 
ordinance  to  the  voters.  If  approved  by  the  voters,  the 
ordinance  would  amend  Article  7  of  the  Revenue  and 
Taxation  Code  by  adding  Section  502.6-2,  which  would 
authorize  the  City  and  County  to  continue  to  le\^^  the  two 
percent  Hotel  Tax  surcharge  under  the  conditions  set 
forth  in  Section  502.6-1  of  the  Revenue  and  Taxation 
Code.  The  proposed  motion  would  submit  the  proposed 
ordinance  to  the  voters  for  approval  for  the  November  3, 
1998  election.

Article  11,  Section  802  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Code  (Revenue  and  Taxation  Code),  which  was 
added  by  ordinance  prior  to  January  1,  1995,  imposes  a 
Stadium  Operator  Admission  Tax  on  operators  of  athletic 
contests  and  other  special  events  that  take  place  in  any 
stadium  with  more  than  5,000  seats  and  located  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. i  The  amount  of  the 
Stadium  Operator  Admission  Tax  is  $0.50  on  each 
admission  ticket  with  a  value  of  $25.01  or  less  and  $1.50 
on  each  admission  ticket  with  a  value  of  $25.02  or  more. 
The  proceeds  from  this  tax  may  be  used  to  fund  (a) 
administrative  costs  related  to  Article  11  of  the  Revenue 
and  Taixation  Code;  (b)  refunds  of  any  overpaj^ments  of 
the  Stadium  Operator  Admission  Tax;  or  (c)  base  rental 


'  The  Stadium  Operator  Admission  Tax  currently  appHes  only  to  3Com  Park  at  Candlestick  Point. 
Although  Kezar  Stadium  has  9,700  seats,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD)  Umits  ticket 
sales  to  a  maximum  of  5,000  because  insufficient  parking  is  available. 
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and  additional  base  rental  costs  pursuant  to  a  lease  and 
supplemental  amended  lease  between  the  Cit>^  and  San 
Francisco  Stadium,  Inc.  for  improvements  and  expansion 
at  3Com  Park.  San  Francisco  Stadium,  Inc.  is  a  non- 
profit entity  established  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  the  improvement  and  expansion  of  3-Com  Park 
in  the  1970s. 

According  to  Mr.  David  Greenburg  of  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  the  City's  authority  to  impose  the  Stadium 
Operator  Admission  Tax  will  expire  on  approximately

The 
Stadium  Operator  Admission  Tax  charged  at  3Com  Park 
for  49ers  games  would  remain  unchanged  at  $0.50  for 
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each  admission  ticket  with  a  value  of  $25.01  or  less  and

Mr.  Andrew  Stelman  served  as  a  5266  Architectural 
Associate  II  at  DPW's  Bureau  of  Architectxire  from  July 
20,  1992  to  July  6,  1998,  approximately  six  years. 
According  to  Mr.  James  Horan  of  DPW,  Mr.  Stelman's 
Supervisor  suspected  Mr.  Stelman  of  operating  a  private 
consulting  business  from  his  office  in  the  Bureau  of 
Architecture  during  City  work  hoiirs.  Mr.  Horan  reports 
that  in  January  of  1998,  Mr.  Stelman's  supervisor 
engaged  in  a  physical  search  of  Mr.  Stehnan's  property 
which  identified  incriminating  documents  supporting  the 
suspicion.  Following  the  incident  in  January  of  1998,  Mr. 
Stelman  was  place  on  unpaid  administrative  leave  while 
the  City  Attorney's  office  conducted  an  investigation. 

On  July  2,  1998,  Mr.  Stelman  filed  a  claim  against  the 
City  charging  invasion  of  privacy,  illegal  search  and 
seizure,  disparate  treatment,  and  constructive  discharge. 
The  City  Attorney  and  Mr.  Stelman  took  the  claim  to  an 
independent  mediator  and  the  parties  reached  a 
settlement  on  July  6,  1998  in  the  subject  amount  of 
$35,000.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Chief  of  Police  to  accept  a  gift 
of  a  47  foot  motor-life  vessel  from  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard. 


Description: 


The  proposed  resolution  would  authorize  the  Chief  of 
Police  to  accept  a  gift  of  a  47  foot  Textron  Marine  and 
Land  System  motor-life  vessel  (ID#MLB4203)  from  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard. 


Lt.  Manuel  Barretta  of  the  PoUce  Department  ad\dses 
that  the  vessel  will  be  used  to  provide  law  enforcement 
services  in  San  Francisco  Bay.  Lt.  Barretta  reports  that 
the  Police  Department  currently  has  one  smaller  vessel 
that  is  used  to  provide  law  enforcement  services  in  San 
Francisco  Bay  and  that  the  current  vessel  would  be 
replaced  by  the  donated  vessel  as  provided  by  the  U.S. 
Coast  Guard.

Comment: 


1.  Sgt.  Walter  Kovaleff  of  the  Police  Department  advises 
that  the  donated  vessel  was  built  approximately  five 
years  ago,  for  and  at  the  request  of  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $1,200,000.  Sgt  Kovaleff 
reports  that  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  has  used  the  vessel  as 
a  test  vessel  for  the  last  five  years.  Sgt.  Kovaleff  estimates 
that  the  approximate  current  value  of  the  donated  vessel 
is  $600,000. 


2.  Sgt.  Kovaleff  advises  that  the  fuel  costs  associated  with 
the  donated  vessel  would  be  an  estimated  $0.76  per  gallon 
of  diesel  fuel  as  compared  to  an  estimated  $2.00  per 
gallon  for  regular  boat  fuel  used  by  the  current  vessel. 
The  diesel  engine  will  also  burn  less  fuel  than  the  current 
vessel.  Sgt.  Kovaleff  estimates  that  the  annual 
maintenance  costs  for  the  upkeep  of  the  donated  vessel 
would  be  approximately  the  same  as  those  incurred  for 
the  upkeep  of  the  current  vessel.  In  1997,  maintenance 
costs  of  $8,600  were  incurred  for  the  current  vessel.

Ordinance  amending  Chapter  21  of  the  Administrative 
Code  by  adding  Section  21.55  allowing  the  purchaser  to 
use  requests  for  proposals  to  solicit  contracts  for  combined 
commodities  and  services,  and  for  general  services. 

The  proposed  ordinance  would  amend  Chapter  21  of  the 
Administrative  Code  by  adding  Section  21.55  authorizing 
the  Purchaser  to  procure  (a)  commodities  in  combination 
with  professional  or  general  services^  contracts  and  (b) 
professional  or  general  services  contracts  without  being 
combined  with  the  purchase  of  commodities,  by  utilizing  a 
Request  for  Proposal  (RFP)  procurement  procedure  in  lieu 
of  using  competitive  bidding  procedures  (see  Comment 
No.  1). 

According  to  the  Purchasing  Department,  the  complexity 
of  procuring   commodities    and   professional   or    general

services  for  the  use  of  City  departments  has  increased  in 
recent  years  for  the  following  reasons: 

•  The  functions  and  operations  of  City  departments  have 
become  more  complex. 

•  Technological  improvements  have  increased  the 
variety  of  commodities  that  are  available  for  City 
procurement. 

•  There  is  an  increased  need  for  expert  assistance  in 
conducting  needs  analysis,  assembling,  installing  and 
providing  consultation  and  training  City  employees  in 
the  operation  of  certain  equipment  and  systems. 

Mr.  Mike  Ward  of  the  Purchasing  Department  advises 
that  the  traditional  system  of  awarding  contracts  for 
general  services  and  for  combined  commodities  and 
professional  or  general  services  to  low  bidders  does  not 
always  produce  the  best  value  to  the  City,  as  non-price 
related  factors,  including  the  quality  of  personnel  and  the 
experience  and  references  of  a  firm  are  critical  to  the 
successful  performance  of  a  contract. 

Additionally,  according  to  Mr.  Ward,  the  option  to  conduct 
a  solicitation  for  commodities  in  combination  with 
professional  or  general  services  contracts,  or  for  general 
services  contracts  alone,  through  the  RFP  process,  will 
allow  the  Purchaser  to  procure  commodities  and  services 
using  various  selection  criteria.  Mr.  Ward  advises  that 
such  procurement  procedures  will  result  in  higher  quality 
commodities  and  services  being  provided  to  City 
departments,  while  still  allowing  the  Purchaser  to  take 
price  into  account  in  the  selection  process. 

Comments:  1.  According  to  Mr.  Ward,  the  Purchaser  already  has  the 

authority  to  award  professional  services  contracts  through 
the  RFP  process.  Therefore,  the  proposed  ordinance 
should  be  amended  to  delete  the  provision  that  authorizes 
the  Purchaser  to  procure  professional  services  contracts 
through  the  RFP  process. 

2.  The  attached  memo,  provided  by  Mr.  Ward,  further 
describes  the  purpose  of  this  legislation.    In  this  memo, 
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Mr.  Ward  states  that  "Purchasing  is  unable  to  determine 
the  financial  impact  of  this  new  process,  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  scope  of  services  for  these  type  of  services  are 
very  specific.  The  final  contract  pricing  will  be  negotiated 
and  will  be  competitive  pricing." 

Recommendations:         1.  In  accordance  with  Comment  No.  1  above,  amend  the 

proposed  ordinance  to  delete  the  provision  that  authorizes 
the  Purchaser  to  conduct  solicitations  for  professional 
services  contracts  through  the  RFP  process. 

2.  Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance,  as  amended,  is  a 
policy  matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  major  reasons  Purchasing  is  requesting  this  new  ordinance  is 
that  it  would  allow  proposals  for  general  services  and  for  combined 
commodities  and  services  to  be  evaluated  based  upon  quality  service 
factors,  such  as: 

Quality  of  the  proposer's  scope  of  work 

The  experience  of  the  employee's  proposed  staff 

Previous  experience  of  contractor 

Contractors  financial  condition 

Additional  factors  as  required  by  the  proposal 

Currently, these  general  service  type  contracts  { janitoral/security 
guard,  etc.)  are  evaluated  on  a  low  bid  basis  and  the  user 
departments  are  lacking  good  quality  service  from  this  process. 

Purchasing  is  unable  to  determine  the  financial  impact  of  this  new 
process,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  scope  of  services  for  these  type 
of  services  are  vary  specific.  The  final  contract  pricing  will  be 
negotiated  and  will  be  competitive  pricing.

One  month  after  receipt  of  the  overtime  reports,  the 
Budget  Analyst  is  required  to  prepare  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to 
the  Finance  Committee  by  February  5th  and  June  1st,  respectively,  each  \'ear  with 
an  assessment  of  the  departmental  reports  and  the  status  of  Citj-  overtime 
expenditures  as  a  whole.

18.13.  Specifically,  the  Grand  Jury  found  that:

The  Clerk  of  the 

Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Office  of  the   Budget  Analyst  have 

confirmed  to  the  CGJ  that  as  of  June  10,  1998,  only  one  department 

has  filed  its  required  report  which  was  due  on  May  1. 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  Code  Section  for  enforcement  of  the 

reporting  requirement.

•  The   Budget  Analyst  and   Board   of  Supervisors   should   require   all 

presently   delinquent  reports   to   be    submitted   within   45    days   of 
notification  of  the  requirement  to  report. 

•  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  consider  methods  for  enforcement  of 

the  reporting  requirements. 


4.  On  March  13,  1998,  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  1997-98  Grand  Jury's  report 
on  overtime,  the  Budget  Analyst  submitted  a  memorandum  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Current  Reporting  Requirements  Concerning  Overtime  Spending. 
The  Budget  Analyst  reported  that  only  one  City  department  (the  Department  of 
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Public  Works)  had  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
18.13.  The  Budget  .Analyst  suggested  that  letters  should  be  sent  to  the  33  Citj- 
departments  that  are  required  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  to  inform  them  of  their  obligation. 

5.  During  Fiscal  Year  1997-98,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee 

conducted  several  hearings  concerning  overtime  spending  by  the  Fire  Department 
(File  101-97-24).  The  last  such  hearing  was  conducted  at  the  Finance  Committee 
Meeting  of  April  29,  1998.  Also,  at  the  Finance  Committee  Meeting  of  April  29, 
1998.  a  hearing  was  held  concerning  overtime  spending  by  the  Pohce  Department, 
the  Sheriffs  Department  and  the  Fire  Department  (File  98-347). 

Comments: 

The  Budget  Analyst  notes  that  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  does  not  contain 
specific  provisions  that  the  Budget  Analyst  "demand  compliance"  (as  the  Grand 
Jury  has  recommended)  or  otherwise  enforce  the  requirements  of  Section  18.13. 

The  Grand  Jury  finding  that  the  Budget  Analyst  does  not  monitor  compliance  with 
Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  is  in  error.  In  fact,  as  noted  above,  the  Budget 
Analyst  specifically  reported  to  the  Board  of  Superv^isors  that  only  one  department 
had  submitted  its  overtime  report  on  March  13.  1998.

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Procedures 

FINDINGS 

•  Many  departments  are  not  complying  with  the  reporting  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section 
18.13. 

•  Many  departments  maintain  they  were  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  Code  Section. 

•  The  Budget  Analyst  does  not  monitor  or  demand  compliance  with  the  Code  Section. 

•  The  Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  monitor  compliance  with  Code  Section  18.13. 

•  The  Overtime  report  submitted  to  the  CGJ  by  the  Office  of  the  Controller  showed  that  thirty  (30) 
departments  were  required  to  file  the  overtime  report  specified  in  Code  Section  18.13.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Super\'isors  and  the  Office  of  the  Budget  Analyst  have  confirmed  to  the  CGJ  that  as  of  June  10, 
1998,  only  one  department  has  filed  its  required  report  which  was  due  on  May  1. 

•  There  is  no  provision  in  the  Code  Section  for  enforcement  of  the  reporting  requirement. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  TTie  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  mform  all  covered  departments  and  agencies  of 
the  existence  and  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

2.  The  Budget  Analyst  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  monitor  compliance  with  Code  Section  18.13. 
This  should  begin  immediately. 

3.  The  Budget  Analyst  and  Board  of  Supervisors  should  require  all  presently  delinquent  reports  to  be 
submitted  within  45  days  of  notification  of  the  requirement  to  report. 

4.  The  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  consider  methods  for  enforcement  of  the  reporting  requirements. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HUMAN  RESOURCES 
FINDINGS 

•  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  is  clearly  understaffed  and  is  therefore  not  able  to  fiilfill  its 
objectives  and  mandates. 

•  Satellite  personnel  departments  exist  m  departments  such  as  the  Municipal  Railway  and  are  mandated  to 
facilitate  and  accomplish  departmental  hiring.  These  satellite  departments  are  also  understaffed  and  may 
have  inexperienced  personnel. 

•  The  hiring  process  required  for  all  City  employees,  whether  for  a  so-called  provisional  hire  or  for  a  Civil 
Service  hire,  is  particularly  cumbersome,  duplicative  and  repetitive.  (See  APPENDIX  G  for  outlines  of 
mandated  hiring  procedures) 

•  Hiring  is  even  more  difficult  because  current  lists  of  eligible  candidates  are  not  available  for  numerous  City 
job  classifications.  Testing  to  determine  eligible  candidates  and  create  official  lists  does  not  occur  on  a 
regular  basis.  As  a  result,  departments  are  forced  to  resort  to  pro\'isional  hiring  rather  than  permanent 
hiring.  The  provisional  hire  attrition  rate  is  higher  than  the  Civil  Service  hire  attrition  rate  and  overtime  is 
consequently  higher. 

•  There  is  an  excessive  number  of  Civil  Ser\'ice  employee  categories. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

5.  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Super\'isors  and  the  Director  of  Human  Resources  should  review  staffmg 
requirements  for  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  and  adjust  accordingly  to  reflect  the  acmal  number 
of  personnel  needed  to  accomplish  the  objectives  and  mandates  of  the  department. 

6.  The  DHR  department  budget  should  be  revised  to  appropriate  adequate  funds  to  hire  and  train  any 
additional  personnel  required. 

7.  The  Human  Resources  department  should  implement  an  aggressive  hiring  plan  to  achieve  the  realistic 
personnel  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Human  Resources  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time. 

8.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  review  the  staffmg  requirements  of  satellite  personnel 
departments  and  adjust,  fund  and  tram  accordmgly. 
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9.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  be  mandated  to  conduct  employment  testing  at  regular 
mter\-als  and  to  mamtarn  accurate,  current  hsts  of  eligible  candidates  for  all  caiegones  of  Cm-  and  Count}' 
employees.  They  should  be  adequately  funded  to  accomplish  this  mandate. 

10.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  work  together  with  the  Civil  Senice  Commission  to 
streamline  the  Civil  Ser^-ice  hinng  process  through  eliininauon  of  excessive  numbers  of  ci\'il  service 
employee  categones. 

11.  The  Department  of  Human  Resources  should  complete  its  process  of  automation,  as  quickly  as  possible. 
The  DHR  should  also  have  adequate  funding  to  accomplish  this  necessary  automation. 

THE  BUDGET  PROCESS 
FINDINGS 

•  Underesrimating  overtime  budget  requirements  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  fiscal  responsibilir\'.  The  result 
IS  a  "balanced"  budget  that  is.  in  fact,  not  balanced.  It  is  a  budget  where  all  parties  are  aware  that  budget 
revisions  and  supplemental  appropnations  will  be  required. 

The  "salary  savings'"  technique  contributes  to  unrealistic  budgeting  appropnations.   It  contributes  to  understaffmg. 
requires  the  juggling  of  funds  from  various  accounts  to  overtime  accounts  and  results  m  mefficient 
operanons  within  the  subject  departments  where  it  is  mandated. 

•  The  budget  rex'iew  and  o\'ersight  process  is  too  compressed.  The  Budget  .Analyst  is  given  too  little  time  to 
allow  for  adequate  review  prior  to  the  start  of  Finance  Commitiee  hearings. 

•  Much  of  the  budget  process  is  concentrated  in  the  Office  of  the  Mayor.  Formerly.  mdi\-idual  departments 
drafted  budgets,  based  on  historical  precedent,  and  incorporated  anticipated  future  needs.  Proposed 
budgets  were  then  presented  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor  for  review  and  revision.  Today,  it  appears  the 
office  of  the  .Mayor  informally  connrols  indi\-idual  departmental  budget  requests. 

•  Departments  have  been  advised  by  the  Mayor's  office  they  should  not  formally  submit  to  the  Controller  a 
budget  that  has  not  been  agreed  to  by  the  Mayor's  office  prior  to  its  submission. 

•  Two  weeks  is  far  loo  short  a  time  to  allow  for  adequate  review  and  analysis  of  the  budget  by  the  Budget 
.\nalyst.  The  Fmance  Committee  and  the  Board  of  SuperA'isors  are  therefore  put  m  the  position  of 
approving  a  budget  without  adequate  time  or  information  from  its  own  watchdog. 

REC0MME.ND.A.T10NS 

12.  The  Mayor  and  department  heads  should  budget  base  salaries  and  overtime  realistically,  based  on  historical 
precedent,  so  thai  e\ep.-  annual  appro\ed  budget  reflects  a  true  and  accurate  fiscal  picture  for  the  Cit>-  and 
CountA'. 

13.  The  Mayor,  Board  of  Supervisors  and  department  heads  should  reduce  the  emphasis  on  '"salary-  sa\mgs"  m 
the  budgetmg  process,  and  work  with  mdividual  departments  to  achieve  optimum  staffing  levels  utilizmg 
adequate  base  salary  appropnations. 

14.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  should  requu^e  that  the  proposed  budget  be  presented  to  the  Budget 
Analyst  for  analysis  and  review  at  least  fortj-five  days  pnor  to  the  Fmance  Committee  deliberations. 

15.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  be  requued  to  pass  an  adequately  funded  budget  that  reflects  the  realities 
of  expected  expenditures  in  the  Cir>'  and  Count%'. 

1 6.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  should  return  the  budget  process  to  mdividual  departments  and 
require  department  heads  to  annually  submit  a  realistic  budget  request 

17.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  work  with  mdividual  departments  to  reduce  and  control 
overtime. 


DIS.\BILITY  .\>D  WORXERS'  COMPENSATION  ISSUES 
HNDINGS 

•  Workers'  Compensation  and  Disabilirj'  costs  to  the  Cit)'  are  excessive. 

•  Most  Citywide  and  departmental  efforts  are  directed  toward  monitoring  claimants  after  injuries  have 

occurred,  and  those  efforts  are  still  inadequate. 
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•  There  is  inadequate  emphasis  on  prevention  of  future  Workers'  Compensation  or  Disabiht)'  claims. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

18.  SFFD,  SFPD,  and  MUNI  should  investigate  whether  workers  out-on  disability  remain  off  the  job  longer 
than  their  injuries  warrant. 

19.  The  Mayor  and  department  heads  should  make  addressing  abuse  of  the  inefficient  and  costly  Workers' 
Compensation  and  Disability  system  a  prionty  in  negotiating  future  contracts. 

20.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  direct  individual  department  heads  to  substantially 
increase  monitoring  of  all  personnel  who  are  out  of  work  on  Workers'  Compensation  or  Disability. 

21.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  should  direct  department  heads  to  increase  their  efforts  to  prevent 
on-the-job  accidents. 

22.  Each  department  should  be  required  to  devise  and  unplement  department  specific  plans  to  prevent  on-the- 
job  injuries  before  they  occur. 


MEMORANDUMS  OF  UNDERSTANDING  (MOUs) 
FINDINGS 

•  Over  the  years,  union  contracts  have  been  negotiated  with  salary  and  work  rules  that  impede  efficient 
operation  of  City  government,  pre\'ent  modernization  of  opera'ions,  and  decrease  employee  responsibility 
and  accountability. 

•  Contract  provisions  exist  in  many  MOUs  that  foster  and  encourage  overtime. 

•  In  a  number  of  departments,  representatives  of  senior  management  are  not  routinely  part  of  the  City's 
MOU  negotiating  team.  Professional  negotiators  cannot  effectively  represent  the  best  mterests  of  the  City 
and  its  taxpayers  without  the  direct  input  of  department  management.  If  not  involved  durmg  the 
negotiating  process,  department  managers  may  not  feel  accountable  for  the  resulting  MOUs. 

•  Many  senior  department  managers  are  former,  or  current,  members  of  the  same  union  that  represents  rank 
and  file  department  employees  and  may  have  a  personal  interest  in  the  final  negotiated  MOU. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

24.  A  manager  who  is  a  union  member  with  a  personal  interest  in  the  fmal  provisions  of  the  MOU  covering 
that  union  should  not  be  a  member  of  the  negotiating  team  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

25.  The  Mayor,  the  DHR  and  department  managers  should  ensure  that  representation  of  the  city  in  union 
contract  negotiations  reflects  a  balance  of  professional  negotiators  and  department  representatives. 

25.  Department  heads  should  take  an  active  role  in  union  contract  negotiations  by  selecting  negotiators  who 
will  best  represent  the  interests  of  the  City  and  the  department. 

26.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  should  review  the  role  of  the  Mayor  and  his  staff  in  Police  and  Fire  Department 
contract  negotiations  so  that  Police  and  Fire  Department  negotiations  are  conducted  along  lines  similar  to 
other  departments. 

27.  The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supers'isors  should  set  up  a  citizens'  task  force  on  labor  contracts  to  review 
the  system  for  negotiating  MOUs  and  make  recommendations  for  better  service  to  the  people  of  San 
Francisco.  (A  recent  successful  example  is  the  federal  advisory  task  force  on  making  Social  Security 
fmancially  sound.) 

28.  The  City  should  contmue  to  negotiate  for  flexible  work  shifts,  e.g.,  ten  hour/four  day  shifts  and  Tuesday 
through  Saturday  workweek 
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MUNICIPAL  R.\ILWAY 


HNDINGS 


The  MUNI  overtime  budget  bears  no  resemblance  to  the  acmal  expendimre  for  overtime. 

Without  accurate,  separate  tabulations  of  actual  overtime  expenses  and  salary*  premiums,  it  is  difficult  to 

evaluate  the  true  overtime  costs  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

The  Maintenance  and  Operations  Divisions  of  MUNI  account  for  approximately  90%  of  total  MUNI 

employees  and  chronic  understaffing  in  the  Operations  and  Maintenance  Divisions  account  for  most  of  the 

overrime  expenditures. 

Certain  non-transit  operator  employee  categories  in  MUNI,  which  are  covered  under  .Administrative  Code 

Section  18.13,  are  receiving  o\'ertime  far  in  excess  of  the  16%  allov,'able. 

The  existing  MOU  sanctions  unscheduled  absenteeism  that  contributes  to  excessh'e  overtime. 

TTie  number  of  part-time  employees  allowed  in  MUNI  is  dictated  by  provisions  of  the  existing  MOU  rather 

than  by  the  efficient  staffing  requirements  of  MUNI. 

In  the  Operations  Division,  and  elsewhere  within  MUNI,  hinng  rates  are  not  adequate  to  keep  pace  with 

normal  attrition. 

Cumbersome  Ci\'il  Sen'ice  and  Provisional  hiring  requirements  hamstring  timely  and  efficient  hinng  of 

MUNI  personnel. 

MUNI's  current  training  capacity  is  inadequate  both  in  the  annual  number  of  trammg  programs  scheduled 

and  in  the  number  of  trainer's  available  to  conduct  classes,  and  this  results  in  fewer  trained  personnel  than 

is  required  for  an  efficient  operation. 

RECOMMEND.\TIONS 

29.  MUNI  management,  the  .Mayor's  Office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  budget  0%'enime  realistically 
in  keeping  with  reasonable  expectations  of  acmal  need  based  on  past  expenence. 

30.  The  overtime  reponing  system  should  be  modified  as  quickly  as  possible  to  reflect  separate  tabulations  for 
overtime,  shoiATi  against  budgeted  o\'ertime,  and  salary  premiums,  shown  against  budgeted  premium 
amounts. 

31.  The  Mayor's  office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  provide  funding  in  order  to  permit  MUNI  to  fill 
all  its  authorized  positions,  especially  in  the  Operating  and  Maintenance  Di%'isions. 

32.  Management  should  enforce  the  provisions  of  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13  and  stnctly  monitor  the 
need  for  overtime  among  department  employees  other  than  transit  operators  and  transit  operator 
super\'isors,  who  are  exempt  under  the  provisions  of  the  Code  Section. 

33.  Although  the  present  .MOU  will  not  expire  until  June  30,  2000,  Mum  Management  and  the  Mayor's  Office 
should  develop  a  negotiating  package  to  modify  the  present  liberal  rule  on  unexcused  failure  to  repon  to 
work. 

34.  MUNI  Management  and  the  Mayor's  Office  should  make  the  use  of  part-time  operators  and  greater 
flexibility  in  full-time  shifts  a  priority'  in  future  contract  negotiations. 

35.  MUNI  Management  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should  work  together  to  streamlme  the  existing 
hiring  procedures  including  combining  similar  emplo>Tnent  categones. 

36.  MUNI  Retirement  System  should  evaluate  whether  the  "last  12  months"  basis  for  retirement  benefits  best 
serves  the  fiscal  needs  of  the  Cir>'. 

37.  Tlie  Training  Department  capacity'  should  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  more  scheduled  classes,  a  larger 
number  of  trainers  and,  consequently,  more  students,  until  the  available  poo!  of  operators  is  adequate  to 
meet  daily  needs.  The  budget  for  the  Training  Department  should  be  adjusted  to  reflect  its  increased  hirmg 
requirements. 

38.  To  expedite  hinng,  in-house  Human  Resources  Division  of  MUNI  should  have  authority  independent  of 
DHR  procedures. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


FINDINGS 


•  Annual  SFFD  overtime  budget  requests  are  unrealistic  and  do  not  reflect  anticipated  and  expected  overtime 
expenditures.  Because  of  histoncal  under-staffmg,  unspent  permanent  budgeted  salanes  have  provided  one 
source  of  revenue  to  cover  excessive  overtime  costs.  With  anticipated  fiill  staffing  in  the  near  term,  this 
source  of  funds  will  no  longer  be  available.  Without  realistic  budgeting  and  funding,  additional 
supplemental  appropriations  will  be  required  to  cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

•  The  need  for  overtime  costs  in  certain  support  areas  appears  questionable.  Payroll  clerks,  for  example, 
should  be  able  to  accomplish  their  job  descnptions  during  regularly  scheduled  base-salary  workweeks. 

•  With  regard  to  the  SFFD  Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs,  dated  October  24,  1997; 

a.  While  the  increased  accountability  and  oversight  efforts  described  m  the  Action  Plan  deserve 
praise,  there  is  inadequate  emphasis  on  prevention  of  future  injuries  to  reduce  workers' 
compensation  and  disability  claims. 

b.  Departmental  vacation  scheduling  practice  is  not  cost-effective. 

c.  Overtime  m  other  than  the  suppression  ranks  (firefighters)  has  not  been  examined  or 
addressed.  The  Action  Plan  did  not  address  any  plan  to  review  staffmg  levels  of  any  non- 
suppression  section  to  determine  optimum  or  adequate  levels.  It  did  not  address  any  emphasis  on 
hirmg  to  fill  vacancies  in  other  than  suppression  areas,  nor  any  plan  for  oversight  m  those  areas. 

•  As  long  as  the  Fire  Department  ignores  specific  directives  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  in  continuing  to 
pay  all  firefighters  overtime  for  holidays  even  when  they  don't  work,  as  was  reported  in  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  on  March  5,  1998,  there  will  be  no  improvement  in  or  curtailing  of  overtime  expenditures. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

39.  The  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supen'isors  and  the  SFFD  should  establish  an  overtune  budget  that  reflects 
reality  and  adequately  fund  that  budget.  There  should  not  be  reliance  on  so-called  "salary  savings"  to 
cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

40.  With  respect  to  the  SFFD  Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs,  dated  October  24,  1997: 

a.  The  SFFD  should  aggressively  and  immediately  implement  those  actions  outlined  in  the  SFFD 
Action  Plan  to  Reduce  Overtime  Costs. 

b.  The  SFFD  should,  in  addition,  initiate  a  comprehensive  plan  to  reduce  and  prevent  future  injuries. 
A  plan  should  mclude: 

1 .  A  disability'  audit  to  determine  locations  and  causes  of  injuries: 

During  suppression  activities 
During  routine  firehouse  activities 
During  training  activities 
Durmg  off-hours 

2.  An  outside  safety  audit  of: 

Established  practices  and  procedures 
Existing  working  conditions 

3.  Increased  physical  requu-ements  and  training: 

Mandated  exercise  programs 

More  frequent  physical  standards  testing 

4 1 .  The  SFFD  should  schedule  vacations  evenly  throughout  the  year  to  promote  cost  efficient  scheduling  of 
employees  and  thereby  reduce  seasonal  overtmie. 

42.  The  SFFD  should  analyze  non-suppression  areas  to  determine  adequate  staffmg  levels  and  institute 
oversight  of  overtime  costs. 

43.  The  Mayor  and  all  other  members  of  the  City"s  negotiatmg  team  should  give  the  fiscal  needs  of  the  City 
the  highest  prionty  m  developing  a  concrete  and  specific  list  of  positions  and  pnorities  for  future  contract 
negotiations  with  SFFD  employees. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


FINDINGS 


•  Annual  SFPD  overtime  budget  requests  are  unrealistic  and  do  not  reflect  anticipated  and  expected  overtime 
expenditures.  Unexpended  permanent  salanes  have  provided  one  source  of  funds  to  cover  excessive 
overtime  costs.  With  anticipated  full  staffing  in  the  near  term,  this  source  of  funds  will  no  longer  be 
available.  Without  realistic  budgeting  and  funding,  supplemental  appropnations  will  be  required  m  the 
fumre  to  cover  excess  overtime  costs. 

•  The  Police  Departmental  ovenime  budget  has  not  been  increased  substantially  in  at  least  the  last  three 
fiscal  years,  except  by  mid-year  revisions.  Meanwhile,  police  obligations  have  increased  substantially  with 
increasingly  numerous  special  events. 

•  The  Charter  provides  that  the  Police  Department  is  entitled  to  collect  100%  reimbursement  for  the  acmal 
overtime  cost  of  secunry  and  traffic  control  services  provided  for  "for-profit"  special  events.  However, 
reimbursement  of  Police  Department  overtime  costs  for  special  events  with  general  cultural  or  artistic  ment 
is  limited  to  S2500.00.  and  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  can  waive  even  that  reimbursement. 

•  Section  18.13  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  limits  permissible  overtime  hours  a  City  employee 
may  work  m  any  fiscal  year  to  1 6%  of  the  number  of  hours  that  the  employee  is  regularly  scheduled  to 
work  on  a  straight  time  basis.  This  pro\ision  is  not  applicable  to  the  uniformed  ranks  of  the  Police 
Department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

44.  The  police  overtime  budget  should  be  increased  to  more  accurately  reflect  the  mandated  responsibilities  of 
the  department  that  are  steadily  increasing  with  time. 

45.  Either  the  Police  Department  should  be  reimbursed  for  special  services  that  require  ovenime  or  the 
overtime  budget  should  reflect  those  known  costs  that  will  not  be  reimbursed. 

46.  Adequate  personnel  resources  should  be  pro\ided  for  the  testing  and  hiring  unit  to  provide  more  frequent 
examinations  in  order  to  staff  up  to  the  mandated  level  of  1,971  officers. 

47.  The  Chief  of  Police  should  continue  collaboration  with  the  District  Attorney's  Office  and  the  Public 
Defender's  Office,  as  appropriate,  to  implement  a  scheduling  process  for  officer  court  appearances  that  will 
minimize  those  overtime  costs  associated  with  court  appearances. 

48.  The  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designated  representative  should  negotiate  with  the  police  officers'  bargaining 
entitN'  m  order  to  develop  some  flexibility  in  work  schedules  which  reduces  the  requirement  for  overtime. 

COMMUNITY  HEALTH  NETWORK 

(Department  of  Public  Health) 

FENDING  S 

•  Overtime  is  anticipated  and  budgeted  for  realistically.  However,  delays  in  the  hiring  process  to  fill 
budgeted  positions  contnbute  to  the  need  for  overtime. 

•  Unspent  permanent  salanes  provide  the  source  to  fund  excess  overtime.  The  cu-cular  process  goes  from  a 
vacant  position  directly  to  the  need  to  schedule  oNenime  personnel,  to  the  subsequent  need  to  use  these 
funds  to  pay  the  o\'enime  wages. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

49.  The  cumbersome  hiring  procedures  that  result  in  chronic  delays  in  hiring  and  the  budget  process  that 
mandates  "salar)'  savings"  should  both  be  addressed  by  DPH  and  modified. 
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50.  Overtime  budgeting  should  be  realistic  and  every  attempt  should  be  made  by  DPH  to  mamtam  adequate 
full-time  staffing  levels.  Adequate,  budgeted  fiill-time  pennanent  staffing  will  reduce  overtime  costs  to  the 
Citj'  and  County. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT 
FE^INGS 

•  With  regard  to  the  overtime  reporting  obligations  of  the  airport,  under  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13, 
there  is  clearly  a  conflict  between  the  position  the  airport  has  taken  and  the  interpretation  of  the  reporting 
requirements  by  the  Office  of  the  Controller. 

•  Although  the  airport  greatly  exceeded  its  overtime  budget  in  1996-97,  it  did  not  seek  an  additional  budget 
appropriation  as  funds  were  used  from  unexpended  salaries  of  vacant  positions  m  the  budget. 

•  In  Its  response  to  the  Grand  Jury  questionnaire,  the  airport  did  not  address  what  it  might  be  doing  to  fill 
vacant  positions,  or  any  difficulties  it  might  be  encountering.  The  only  reference  to  aggressive  action  to 
control  overtime  was: 

"TTie  Airport  is  in  the  process  of  implementing  a  compressed  work  week  pilot  program  which  may  reduce  the  need 
for  overtime  work." 

•  Extraordinary  individual  overtime  is  excessive.  Nowhere  m  the  airport  response  was  there  any  mention  of 
specific  actions  to  address  either  departmental  or  individual  overtime  abuses. 

•  The  airport  is  currently  operating  without  external  oversight  of  its  overtime  activities.  Certain  employees 
substantially  increase  theu  annual  base  salaries  through  the  accumulation  of  extraordmar}'  overtime  hours 
and  pay. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

51.  The  Board  of  Superv'isors  should  direct  the  Cit>'  Attorney's  Office  to  render  a  decision  regarding  the 
Airport's  obligations  to  report  under  Administrative  Code  Section  18.13. 

52.  If  the  City  Attorney's  Office  determines  the  Airport  is  required  to  file  reports  under  Code  Section  18.13, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  notify  the  Airport  it  is  subject  to  the  semi-annual  reporting  requirements 
of  Administrative  Code  18.13.  The  Airport  should  then  file  both  current  and  delmquent  reports  within  45 
days  of  said  notification. 

53.  If  the  City  Attorney  determines  the  Airport  is  not  obligated  to  report  under  the  provisions  of  Administrative 
Code  Section  18.13,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  amend  the  Code  Section  to  include  the  Airport  under 
its  requirements. 

54.  The  Airport  Director  should  review  staffing  requirements  to  determine  realistic  optimum  levels.  The 
Airport  should  develop  a  plan  to  fill  budgeted  %'acancies  and  implement  aggressive  hiring  procedures  to  fill 
budgeted  vacancies  rather  than  relying  on  ovenime  paid  from  "salary  sa\'mgs." 

55.  The  Airport  Director  should  examine  all  procedures  governing  the  monitonng  of  overtime  accumulation 
and  review  and  tighten  procedures  to  achieve  a  permanent  reduction  m  overtime  expenditures.  Overtime 
limitations  should  be  enforced. 

56.  The  Airport  Director  should  institute  procedures  to  carefully  momtor  individual  overtime  earners  to 
significantly  reduce  excessive  individual  overtime. 

RECREATION  AND  PARK  DEPARTMENT 
FINDINGS 

•  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has  recently  tightened  management  control  of  overtime  by  requiring 
prior  written  authorization  for  overtime  by  the  General  Manager.  Failure  to  obtain  such  prior  approval 
may  result  in  disciplinary  action. 

•  Most  employees  are  covered  by  union  contracts  (MOUs)  that  m  some  cases  detemune  how  overtime  will 
be  assigned.  The  option  of  assigning  employees  to  a  ten  hour/four  day  workweek  will  require 
renegotiating  MOU  pro\'isions  since  not  all  current  contracts  provide  for  straight  time  shifts  of  more  than 
eight  hours. 
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•  The  Department  has  not  yei  evaluated  the  effectiveness  of  ten  hour'four  day  shifts.  In  order  to  provide 
weekend  gardener  coverage,  newly  hired  staff  members  can  be  required  to  work  weekend  shifts  (Tuesday- 
Saturday  or  Wednesday-Sunday),  which  is  expected  to  alleviate  some  use  of -overtime. 

•  The  required  report  to  the  Board  of  Super\'isors  on  overtime  for  1996-97  has  not  been  submitted.  In 
NoN'ember  1997,  the  actmg  General  Manager  indicated  the  report  would  be  submitted  shortly. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

57.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  continue  to  require  prior  approval  by  the  General  Manager  for 
overtime. 

58.  The  effecti\'eness  of  ten  hour'four  da\'  shifts  as  well  as  weekend  shifts  (e.g.,  Tuesday-  Saturday  and 
Wediiesda\-Sunday)  should  be  e\'aluated  b%'  the  Department.  If  that  scheduling  is  found  to  be  effective  m 
accomplishing  the  required  work  and  reducmg  overtime  it  should  be  a  prionty  to  seek  to  include  provisions 
authorizmg  such  scheduling  m  MOL's. 

59.  The  Director  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  submit  required  overtime  reports  to  the  Board 
of  Super\'isors  by  the  required  deadlme. 

60.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  should  e\aluate  whether  the  Giants  and  Forty-Niners  are  fully 
reimbursmg  overtime  costs  mcurred  at  3Com'Candlestick  Park. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  (PUC)  - 
\\  ATER  DEP.ARTMENT 

FINDINGS 

•  Approximately  IS'J'o  of  filtration  plani  positions  are  vacant.  TTierefore,  o\enime  is  requu-ed  to  safely 
operate  the  facilities.  Hinng  delays  are  blamed  for  these  vacancies. 

•  No  representatives  of  management  are  involved  in  union  MOU  negotiations. 

•  The  Human  Resources  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  reported  to  be  under-funded  and  under- 
staffed. Difficulties  were  reponed  m  changing  from  the  salary  sur^'ey  method  of  senmg  wage  rates  to  the 
collective  bargaining  process  which  requires  negotiating  with  unions.  The  existing  staff  may  not  have  the 
skills  and  expenence  required  for  effective  representation  of  the  Cirv's  interests  in  collective  bargammg. 

•  Since  the  Department  rounnely  has  capital  expendimre  construction  projects  underway  it  is  able  to  shift 
some  operatmg  o\ertime  expenses  to  capital  expenditures.  This  can  distort  the  reporting  and  accounting 
for  operations  and  capital  projects. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

61 .  Since  emergencies  occiu'  every  year,  overtime  based  upon  pnor  year's  expenence  should  be  mcluded  in  the 
budget.  Non-emergency  projects  should  be  scheduled  for  completion  dunng  normal  workmg  hours. 

62.  The  Department  should  consider  additional  alternative  shift  arrangements  that  cover  v\eekends  and 
evenings,  since  pollution  control  problems  regularly  occur  outside  the  normal  work  week. 

63.  The  Water  Department  staff  should  be  trained  m  the  new  F.^MIS  system  and  be  able  to  make  the  requu"ed 
reports  on  o\ertime  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

64.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  management  should  be  pan  of  the  team  negotiating  MOUs. 

65.  Operatmg  and  capital  accounts  should  be  audited  regularly  to  preN'ent  shifting  of  operating  o\'ertime 
expenses  to  capital  accounts. 

66.  The  Water  Department  (PUC)  should  o\'erhaul  Human  Resources  hu^ng  practices  so  that  vacant  positions 
can  be  promptly  filled.

Ethics  Commission 

Ordinance  amending  Article  XILA.  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  by  (1)  amending  Sections  16.520 
through  16.534,  clarifying  definitions  and  adding  new 
definitions,  including  consolidating  the  definition  of 
"lobbyist"  with  the  thresholds  for  quahfying  as  a  lobbyist 
and  the  exemptions,  (2)  increasing  the  qualification 
threshold  for  contract  lobbyists  from  $1,000  per  month  to 
$3,200  per  quarter.  (3)  increasing  the  qualification 
threshold  for  expenditure  lobbyists  from  $1,000  per 
quarter  to  $3,200  per  quarter.  (4)  clariMng  that  once  a 
person  qualifies  as  a  "lobbyist"  the  person  is  subject  to  the 
requirements  and  prohibitions  of  this  Article  until  the 
person  ceases  all  lobbyist  activity  and  files  a  statement  of 
termination,  (5)  clarifying  existing  disclosure 
requirements,  (6)  providing  that  aU  lobb\dsts  reregister  on 
January  15  of  each  year,  (7)  requiring  lobbyists  to  disclose 
payments  received  from  Citj"  officers  in  exchange  for 
campaign  consulting  services,  (8)  limiting  the  aggregate 
value  of  gifts  from  lobbyists  to  each  City  officer,  within 
three  months  of  a  lobbyist  contact  to  $50,  and  (9) 
requiring  lobbyists  to  notify  City  officers  of  the  value  of 
gifts  conferred. 

The  primary  fiscal  component  of  the  proposed  legislation 
is  the  change  m  the  monetar\-  thresholds  that  determine 
whether  and  when  one  qualifies  as  a  lobbyist.  Currently, 
a  person  or  entity  quahfies  as  a  Contract  lobbyist  if  the 
person  or  entity  receives  or  becomes  entitled  to  receive 
$1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  month  in  exchange  for 
influencing  or  attempting  to  influence  local  legislative  or 
administrative  action.  Additionally,  a  person  or  entity 
quahfies  as  an  Expenditure  lobbyist  if  the  person  or  entity 
makes  payments  of  $1,000  or  more  m  a  calendar  quarter 
to  influence  or  attempt  to  influence  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  legislative  or  administrative  action. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  increase  the  quaUfication 
threshold  for  Contract  lobbyists  from  $1,000  per  calendar 
month  to  $3,200  m  any  quarter  (quarter  is  defined  in  the 
proposed  legislation  as  any  three  consecutive   calendar 
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months),  and  would  increase  the  qualification  threshold 
for  Expenditure  lobbjdsts  fi"om  $1,000  per  calendar 
quarter  to  $3,200  in  any  quarter. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  also  clarify  that  once  a 
person  or  entity  qualifies  as  a  lobbyist,  that  person  or 
entity  must  comply  with  all  the  requirements  and 
prohibitions  of  Article  XIIA  of  the  Administrative  Code 
until  the  lobbyist  formally  files  a  statement  of 
termination  with  the  Ethics  Commission. 

Disclosure  Requirements 

According  to  Ms.  Ginny  Vida  of  the  Ethics  Commission, 
the  proposed  additional  disclosure  requirements, 
modifications,  and  clarifications  of  existing  disclosure 
requirements  will  have  no  significant  fiscal  effect. 

•  Currently,  lobbyists  must  report  "activity  expenses," 
which  are  payments  that  benefit  Citj'  officers, 
candidates  for  City  office,  certain  family  members  of 
such  City  officers  and  candidates,  if  the  payments 
aggregate  $20  or  more  in  value  per  calendar  month. 

Under  the  proposed  legislation,  lobbyists  must  also 
report  payments  that  benefit  aides  to  members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  registered  domestic  partners 
and  certain  family  members  of  City  officers,  and 
candidates  for  City  office  if  the  payments  were  made 
within  three  months  of  a  lobbyist  contact  and  if  the 
paj'-ments  aggregate  $30  or  more  in  value  in  a 
consecutive  three-month  period. 

•  Currently,  lobbyists  are  not  required  to  disclose 
payments  received  from  City  officers  for  campaign 
consulting  services. 

Under  the  proposed  legislation,  lobbyists  would  be 
required  to  disclose  payments  received  from  City 
officers  in  exchange  for  campaign  consulting  services. 

•  Currently,  lobbjdsts  are  required  to  re-register  within 
15  days  after  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  that 
includes  the  anniversary  of  the  date  of  initial 
registration. 
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Under  the  proposed  legislation,  all  lobbyists  are 
required  to  re-register  on  January"  15  of  each  year.  The 
proposed  legislation  also  clarifies  the  disclosure 
requirements  applicable  at  the  time  of  registration  and 
at  the  time  of  filing  quarterly  activitj-  reports. 

Prohibitions 

The  following  prohibition  is  new  and  is  estimated  to  have 

no  significant  fiscal  effect,  according  to  Ms.  Vida. 

•     Currently,  lobbyists  are  not  subject  to  a  limit  on  the 
value  of  gifts  conferred  to  City  officers. 

The  proposed  legislation  limits  to  S50  the  aggregate  value 
of  gifts  a  lobbyist  may  make  to  City  officers  within  three 
months  of  a  lobbyist  contact. 

Other  Changes 

Additionally,  the  proposed  legislation  would  resolve 
ambiguous  definitions  (including  definitions  for  the  terms 
"candidate,"  ''contact,"  "filer,"  "gift."  "lobbyist  services," 
"measure."  and  "person"),  codifj,'  previously-issued  advice 
and  make  terminology-  in  the  Administrative  Code 
Sections  related  to  lobbyists  consistent  throughout  the 
Administrative  Code  and  pubhcations  of  the  Ethics 
Commission.  None  of  these  changes  is  estimated  to  have  a 
significant  fiscal  effect,  according  to  Ms.  Mda. 

According  to  Ms.  \'ida.  the  purpose  of  the  above  proposed 
legislation  is  to  clarify  the  definition  of  conflict  of  interest 
activities  related  to  lobbj-ists  and  to  Hmit  the  activities  of 
lobbyists  that  could  result  in  undue  influence  on  City 
officers  or  City  employees. 

Comments:  1.   According  to  Ms.  Vida,  the  existing  $1,000  per  month 

threshold  for  both  Contract  and  Expenditure  lobbyists  has 
been  in  effect  since  1988,  when  the  Lobbyist  Ordinance 
was  first  enacted.  As  previously  noted,  the  proposed 
legislation  would  modifS^  the  SI. 000  monetary-  thresholds 
for  qualification  as  a  Contract  or  Expenditure  lobb\-ist  by 
increasing  it  to  $3,200  per  quarter,  defined  as  any  three 
consecutive  calendar  months,  for  both  contract  and 
expenditure  lobb^nsts. 
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2.  According  to  Ms.  Pegg>-  Aim  of  the  Ethics  Commission, 
there  are  currently  52  lobbyists  registered  with  the  Cit^-'s 
Ethics  Commission.  Of  the  52  lobbjdsts,  29  are  registered 
as  Contract  lobbyists  and  two  are  registered  as 
Expenditure  lobbyists.  The  remaining  21  lobbyists  are 
registered  as  Business  and  Organization  lobbyists,  and 
would  be  unaffected  by  the  proposed  legislation.  Business 
and  Organization  lobb\'ists  are  defined  as  those  who 
compensate  their  employees  or  members  for  lobbying 
activities  in  any  amount,  on  behalf  of  the  business  or 
organization  whose  employees  or  members  have  at  least 
25  contacts  with  Cit}-  officers  over  two  consecutive 
months. 


3.  According  to  Ms.  Ahn.  Ethics  Commission  staff 
reviewed  fihngs  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  calendar 
year  1998  and  all  four  quarters  of  1997  to  estimate  the 
effect  of  the  proposed  legislation  requiring  Contract  and 
Expenditure  lobbyists  to  register  with  the  City  who  meet 
the  $3,200  threshold.  Ethics  Commission  staff  determined 
that  seven  Contract  lobbyists  and  both  of  the  two 
registered  Expenditure  lobb^-ists  would  not  meet  the 
proposed  quarterly  threshold.  As  a  result  of  the  nine 
lobbj'ists  who  would  not  qualify  under  the  proposed 
legislation  (seven  Contract  and  two  Expenditure 
lobbyists),  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register 
as  lobbyists,  there  would  be  an  estimated  reduction  m  the 
lobbj'ist  registration  fees  collected  by  the  Ethics 
Commission  of  S3, 550  annualfy. 

Ms.  -Ahn  notes  however,  that  based  on  the  staff  review  of 
lobbyist  filings,  the  Ethics  Commission  projects  that  the 
proposed  increase  in  the  quahfication  threshold  would 
result  in  Httle.  if  any,  revenue  loss  in  lobbyist  registration 
fees  because  data  indicates  that  lobbyists  tend  to  continue 
to  maintain  their  lobbyist  status,  and  would  therefore 
continue  paying  the  registration  fee  to  the  City,  even  if 
not  required  to  register  under  the  proposed  threshold,  in 
order  to  maintain  the  potential  to  engage  in  lobbying 
activities  as  a  part  of  their  business. 

4.  Annual  lobbjist  registration  fees  ($300)  and  annual 
lobbyist  client  registration  fees  ($50  each  chent)  accrue  to 
the  General  Fund.  The  Attachment  to  this  report  is  a 
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Recommendation: 


memo  prepared  b\-  the  Ethics  Commission  which  provides 
the  details  for  this  projected  potential  reduction  of  up  to 
S3. 550  m  annual  General  Fund  revenue  that  could  result 
from  the  proposed  changes  m  lobbxist  registration  fees. 

5.  Ms.  Vida  reports  that  the  subject  proposed  changes  to 
the  Lobbyist  Ordinance  would  not  result  in  additional 
personnel  or  other  costs  to  the  City. 

6.  As  shown  in  the  Attachment  to  this  report,  Ms.  Ahn 
notes,  "The  Commission's  recommendation  to  increase  the 
quahfication  threshold  for  contract  lobbyists  and 
expenditure  lobbyists  is  based  upon  two  considerations:  1) 
to  ensure  that  lower  earning  lobbyists  are  not  burdened 
with  disproportionately  high  registration  fees;  and  2)  to 
more  closely  match  the  lobbyist  qualification  threshold 
implemented  by  the  Los  Angeles  Ethics  Commission." 

Approval  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is  a  policy  matter  for 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  proposed  amendments  to  San  Francisco's  Lobbyist  Ordinance  (Article  XIA, 
Sections  16.520  through  16.534)  include  a  recommendation  to  increase  the  monetary 
thresholds  qualification  as  a  contract  or  expenditure  (currently  "grassroots")  lobbyist 
Based  on  review  of  lobbyists  filings,  the  Ethics  Commission  projects  that  an 
increase  of  the  qualification  threshold  to  S3,200  per  quarter  would  result  in  little, 
if  any,  revenue  loss  to  the  City's  General  Fund  in  lobbyist  registration  fees. 

As  indicated  below,  the  Commission  staff  has  determined  that  the  proposed 
amendments  could  possibly  result  in  a  total  estimated  annual  revenue  loss  of  S3,550. 
However,  information  filed  by  lobbyists  with  the  Ethics  Commission  indicates  that 
lobbyists  who  fail  below  the  threshold  tend  to  maintain  their  registered  status.  Thus, 
wc  conclude  that  it  is  unlikely  that  the  proposed  threshold  would  result  in  any 
significant  reduction  in  registration  fee  revenues. 

L         Rationatf  FOR  Proposed  OuARTERLY  Threshold 

Currently,  persons  or  entities  will  qualify  as  "contract"  lobbyists  if  they  receive  (or 
become  entitled  to  receive)  at  least  SI, 000  total  compensation  for  lobbying  in  any 
calendar  month.  Persons  or  entities  will  qualify  as  "grassroots"  lobbyists  if  they  spend 
$1,000  or  more  in  a  calendar  -quarter  to  influence  local  legislative  or  administrative 
action. 

The  legislation  would  increase  the  qualification  threshold  for  contract  lobbyist  fixjm 
$1,000  in  any  calendar  month  to  $3,200  in  any  calendar  quarter  (any  three  consecutive 
months).  The  legislation  would  also  increase  the  qtialification  threshold  for  expenditure 
lobbyists  from  $1,000  in  any  calendar  month  to  $3,200  in  any  calendar  quarter.

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In  reaching  the  figure  of  $3^00,  the  Commission  considered  the  impact  of  the  change  in 
registration  fees  on  lower  f^jyming  lobbyists.  Tncsc  fees  were  increased  by  over  800  percent  in 
November  1997  (from  S35  to  $300).  The  Commission  also  determined  that  a  quartfriv  threshold 
would  be  more  sensible  because  it  would  follow  the  quarterly  reporting  system. 

For  example,  under  the  current  law,  a  contract  lobbyist  who  cams  $1 ,000  in  a  single  calendar 
month  and  no  income  during  the  rest  of  the  year  would  have  to  pay  at  least  35  percent  of  his/her 
lobbyist  income  in  registration  and  client  fees  ($300  annual  registraiion  and  at  least  $50  in  client 
fees).  Under  the  proposed  amendments,  a  contract  lobbyist  who  earns  $3^00  in  a  calendar 
quarter  and  no  income  during  the  rest  of  the  year  would  pay  no  more  than  10  percent  of  his/her 
lobbyist  income  in  fees. 

The  Commission's  lobbyist  fees  are  similar  to  those  currently  administered  by  the  Los  Angeles 
Ethics  Commission.  That  agency's  lobbyist  qualification  threshold  of  $4,000  per  quarter  is  close 
to  the  $3^00  threshold  proposed  by  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  than  the  current 
$1,000  threshold.  When  the  Los  Angeles  Commission  increased  its  lobbyist  fees  (to  $300  annual 
registration  and  $50  per  client),  it  also  raised  its  qualification  thresholds  to  avoid  imposing  an 
undue  burden  on  low-earning  (or  grass  roots)  lobbyists.  That  same  rationale  underlies  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission's  proposal. 

Increasing  the  threshold  may  or  may  not  result  in  a  number  of  lobbyists  who  would  no  longer 
qualify  as  lobbyists,  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register  as  lobbyists.  This 
memorandum  discusses  the  potential  reduction  in  the  lobbyist  registration  fees  as  a  result  of  the 
proposed  increase  in  the  quahfication  threshold.

There  arc  currently  52  registered  lobbyists.  Of  the  52  lobbyists,  29  are  registered  as  contract 
lobbyists  and  two  (2)  are  registered  as  expenditure  lobbyists.  Staff  reviewed  filings;  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1 998  to  estimate  how  many  contract  and  expenditure  lobbyists  would  not  meet 
the  proposed  $3,200  quarterly  threshold.  Staff  determined  that  approximately  nine  lobbyists 
(seven  contract  lobbyists  and  two  expenditure  lobbyists)  wouild  not  meet  the  new  quarter-based 
threshold, 

A.         Contract  Lobbvists 

Approximately  seven  contract  lobbyists  would  not  meet  the  proposed  $3,200  threshold  for  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1998.  Table  I  below  lists  those  lobbyists  and  their  1998  earnings.

Based  on  the  figures  for  contract  and  expenditure  lobbyists,  the  total  possible  loss  of  ;mniiai 
revenue  to  the  City's  General  Fund  is  $3450.00. 

It  is  important  to  consider  that  this  figure  represents  a  potentiaJ  estimated  loss  of  revenue, 
rather  than  a  projected  reduction  of  funds  to  the  City's  General  Fund.  Although  the  seven 
contract  lobbyists  and  two  expenditure  lobbyists  identified  above  would  not  qualify  as  lobbyists 
imder  the  proposed  quarterly  threshold,  it  is  unlikely  that  these  lobbyists  would  terminate  their 
status,  even  though  they  would  no  longer  be  required  to  register. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion,  staff  reviewed  the  data  for  the  first  thiree  quarters  of  1 998,  (see  Table 
on  page  2)  and  all  four  quarters  of  1997.  The  1998  data  indicates  that  each  of  the  seven  contract 
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lobbyists  reported  receiving  no  payments  for  lobbying  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1 998, 
with  the  exception  of  Reuben  &  Alter,  who  received  SI, 400  during  tiiis  year's  3"*  quarter.  See 
Table  I  on  page  2.  Similarly,  the  1997  data  shown  on  Table  II,  page  2  indicates  that  five 
lobbyists  would  not  have  met  the  proposed  threshold  during  any  quarter  in  1997. 

With  the  exception  of  two  lobbyists  who  terminated  their  status  earlier  this  year  (Baca  Thier 
and  Richard  Johns  and  Associates),  each  of  the  contract  lobbyists  who  received  no  payments 
for  lobbying  in  either  1997  or  1998  has  re-regjatered  this  year  as  a  lobbyist.  Each  abo  re- 
registered despite  not  having  met  the  current  monthly  threshold  of  S1,000.  Staff  believes 
these  firms  will  continue  to  re-register  annually,  regardless  of  whether  they  will  qualify  as 
lobbyists,  because  of  the  potential  for  lobbying  activities  inherent  in  their  lines  of  business.  For 
example,  six  of  the  seven  contract  lobbyists  in  Table  I  arc  law  firms  whose  services  have  at  some 
point  required  lobbying  activities  on  behalf  of  their  clients.  Therefore,  staff  believes  these  firms 
will  continue  to  maintain  their  status  as  lobbyists. 

Similarly,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  two  expenditure  lobbyists  identified  above  would  terminate  their 
lobbyist  status  despite  their  failure  to  qualify  as  lobbyists  under  the  proposed  quarterly  threshold. 
The  1997  and  1998  Hata  for  these  lobbyists  indicate  that  they  made  few,  if  any,  payments  for 
lobbying  activities  during  the  1 997  year  and  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1 998.  Philip  Morris 
spent  S4,150  for  lobbying  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1997  only,  and  the  S.F.  Homeowner's 
Council  made  no  payments  at  all  during  1997  and  1998.  As  of  January  1,  1998,  none  of  these 
lobbyists  spent  the  current  threshold  of  $1,000  in  any  month  for  lobbying  activities,  yet  all  of 
them  have  continued  to  re-rcgistcr  and  maintain  their  lobbyist  status. 

rv.       Conclusion 

The  Commission's  recommendation  to  increase  the  qualification  threshold  for  contract  lobbyists 
and  oqjcnditure  lobbyists  is  based  upon  two  considerations:  1)  to  ensure  that  lower  earning 
lobbyists  arc  not  burdened  with  disproportionately  high  registration  fees;  and  2)  to  more  closely 
match  the  lobbyist  qualification  threshold  implemented  by  the  Los  Angeles  Ethics  Commission. 

Based  on  review  of  lobbyist  filings,  the  SF  Ethics  Commission  projects  that  an  increase  of 
the  qualification  threshold  to  S3,200  per  quarter  b  woold  result  in  little,  in  any,  revenue 
loss  to  the  City's  General  Fund  in  lobbyist  registration  fees.  Although  it  is  true  that  an 
estimated  nine  lobbyists  would  no  longer  qualify  and  therefore  would  not  be  required  to  register 
under  the  proposed  threshold,  the  data  discussed  above  strongly  suggests  thai  these  lobbyists 
would  continue  to  maintain  their  status  as  lobbyists.  However,  an  estimated  potential  revenue 
loss  of  $3,550  could  be  realized  in  the  unlikely  event  that  all  lobbyists  falling  below  the  threshold 
should  elect  to  terminate  their  status.
